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Heat ivave blamed 
Power shortage may force 
a brief ban on sprinkling

Wheeling residents may be faced with 


brief sprinkling bans this week because 
of the drain on electric power caused by 
the current heat wave. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


reduction In electric power caused by the 
extensive use of air conditioning Is af- 
fecting (he efficiency of the pump motors 
in village wells. As a result, the pumps 
are not replenishing the water supply In 
village water tanks as rapidly as they 
should. 


Passolt sold he was primarily con- 


cerned about Well No. 5, which services 
the northwestern parts of the village. 
"What happens Is first of all It's difficult 
to start the pump, because I understand 
that takes a surge of electricity," he 
said. "And after It runs a while It does 
start chattering. We nro concerned pri- 


marily because that's a difficult pump to 
get at." 


IN NOTIFYING the village board of 


the possible sprinkler bans, Passolt said 
there was no problem with the water sup- 
ply Itself. "It's not a shortage of water," 
ho said. "It's that the pumps cannot re- 
plenish the storage tanks as fast as they 
should." 


The village water department is keep- 


ing close watch on the village water' 
tanks to make sure that the water level 
docs not drop too low. If the level starts 
to drop rapidly, the village will then send 
the police out to notify residents not to 
sprinkle their lawns. 


"It might be 4 p.m. and we see it going 


down at a fast rate, then we would tell 
people not to sprinkle that night," Pas- 
solt said. He said the bans would be In 
effect only long enough for the pumps to

Workmen will still bo putting the fin- 


ishing touches on the two new Dlst. 21 
schools, Irving and Stevenson, next week 
when children report Tuesday /or the 
first day of classes. 


Dlst. 21 Assistant Supt. John Burger 


yesterday said although both buildings 
are "basically finished" and ready for 
occupancy, there is still some work to be 
done. 


At Irving School In Buffalo Grove, Bar- 


ger said the folding interior walls must 
still be installed along with some cabi- 
nets. Some electrical work also remains 
to bo done, he said. 


Cabinets must also be Installed at Ste- 


venson and Bargcr sold there aro several 
"odds and ends" to take care of. 


The heating systems In both schools 


have not yet been readied for operation, 
but there is no doubt, Barger said that 
they will be connected before the cold 
season. 


STUDENT AND teacher desks and 


chairs have been Installed at tho new 
schools, but school officials are still 
awaiting delivery of several pieces of 
lounge and office furniture, lunch and li- 
brary tables. Bargcr said he Is hopeful 
the furniture will arrive before Tuesday. 


The parking lots of both buildings are 


scheduled to be paved this week. 


Barger said he did not think there 


would be any problems in opening the 
two schools now. 


"Neither of the buildings will be fully 


occupied, to 1 think we'll have room to 
work around any inconveniences," he 
said. 


Both schools are designed to accom- 


modate 750 students. Barger said the 
first classes to attend the schools will 
number about half that many pupils. 


fill the storage tanks to a usable level. 


Passolt said he was first made aware 


of the problem Monday afternoon, but 
that the wells had not yet reached a criti- 
cal point. He said the village was plan- 
ning to overfill the tanks in periods of 
low water-use to compensate for the re- 
duced pumping efficiency. 


THE MANAGER said major problems 


might result if the water pressure 
dropped sharply. "If it gets real low then 
you have fire problems," he said noting 
that fire fighters need full water pres- 
sure for their hoses. 


Passolt said that while the other wells 


are having the same problem, they have 
not been affected as seriously as Well 
No. 5. 


The heat wave has caused other minor 


problems for the village. Passolt said the 
number of water main breaks has in- 
creased slightly because of the intense 
heat. "The ground does tend to heave a 
bit when it gets this dry," he said. 


According to Passolt, village employes 


doing manual work are also taking spe- 
cial precautions during the heat wave by 
starting work earlier in the morning and 
by taking salt pills. 


"The only problem Is it's a little dim. 


cult for the men who have to do the hard 
work," he said. The manager said the 
men will go back to regular hours as 
soon as the heat wave Is over.

Buffalo Grove hack to normal 
Escaped snake not poisonous: police

The search has been called off and the 


village of Buffalo Grove Is returning to 
normal after several days of hunting a 
snake, at first believed to be a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


Late yesterday afternoon Buffalo 


Grove Police Chief Harry Walsh said the 
snake Is, In his mind, definitely not a 


poisonous reptile. He said that residents 
can come out of their homes and feel 
relatively safe. 


Walsh did, however, warn that If any 


resident should see a snake he should 
call the police department Immediately. 


Meanwhile, the village is trying to 


build a case against the keeper of the 
snake, David Pearson, of S68 Maple Dr., 
from where the snake escaped. 


THI STfH, WORK IS up lot the new Beth Judea Temple 
•that is presently under construction juit north of Buffalo 
Grove. The temple will be located on III. Rte. 83 near 


Half Day and Hilltop roads, across from the Racier Ani- 
mal Hospital. 


Following the announcement Monday 


night that the snake was harmless the 
village board passed a resolution to as- 
sess Pearson for the expenses incurred 
in searching for the reptile. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY, who 


proposed the resolution, said he did not 
think village taxpayers should be forced 
to pay for a search that was caused by 
the negligence of one resident. "I don't 
think the mental anguish suffered by 
some residents can be measured in dol- 
lars and cents. But, at the very least the 
expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," he said. 


The resolution, which passed by a 6-0 


vote, states that the village should deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to in- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
the damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 
able by the end of the week. The cost is 
expected to be several thousand dollars. 


Pearson who had been taking care of 


the snake for a friend in Wheeling, was 
also charged Monday with disorderly 
conduct. 


According to Walsh, police learned of 


the snake when a patrolman heard about 
it and decided to investigate the legality 
of it being a pet. From that point Walsh 
said his department was "given bad ad- 
vise." 


"THE OFFICER called the Illinois 


Conservation Department to ask about 
laws concerning snake keeping. A man 
there told him that it was legal. When 
asked about a local ordinance that per- 
mits the keeping of snakes the man told 
us that the state law overrides any local 
law," Walsh said. 


Walsh also said that his department 


did not press the matter any further and 
did not contact the village attorney for 
an opinion. If the department did contact 
the attorney, they would have learned 
that they could have confiscated It before 
its escape. 


The snake, named Seymour, escaped 


from his aquarium Saturday. An exten- 
sive search of a four block area was con- 
ducted aroung the Maple Drive address 
before being called off Monday night. 


The search was called off after Bay 


Pawley, curator of the reptile house at 
Brookfield Zoo, told village officials the 
shedded skin, apparently from the es- 
caped snake, was-not that of a poisonous 
reptile. The skin had been given to police 
by the owner of the snake, Eugene Bowl- 
ing, of 333 Landau Ln., Wheeling. 


Although police had recovered the skin 


on Saturday, they said Pawley had been 
on vacation over the weekend.. 


BASING HIS JUDGMENT on the skin, 


Pawley told officials the snake definitely 
was not a cobra or any other poisonous 
reptile. 


"In my opinion, it's a non-poisonous 


rat snake skin. I'm very sure, although I 
wouldn't want to say that I'm absolutely 
certain," Pawley said. 


Pawley said he was certain the skin 


could not have come from either the boa 
or the water snakes which Pearson was 
keeping along with Seymour. 


Even with the identification of Sey- 


mour as a rat snake, several points of 
mystery remain. 


For one thing, Pearson claimed that he 


was regularly milking Seymour of his 
venom. However, rat snakes have nei- 
ther venom or fangs for injecting venom. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong and 


Walsh both told The Herald they were 
satisfied that the snake that escaped was 
not poisonous. "I feel this young man 
(Pearson) believed he had a cobra, but 
was misled or misinformed by some- 
one." Armstrong said. He added that 
Pearson said he was sure the skin had 
come from the escaped snake. 


An area of mystery Is the question of 


where the snake originally came from. 
Walsh said his department is working 
with the U.S. Fish and Game Service in 
trying to track the source of purchase. 


Although the search for the escaped 


snake has been called off, the village 
made one last attempt to locate it yester- 
day. An exterminator was called Into the 
Pearson home in an attempt to smoke 
the snake out with a chemical irritant. 
Officials said, however, because the 
snake is capable of holding his breath for 
a long period of time, it could be several 
days before he comes out. 


Officials have maintained during the 


entire search that it is likely the snake 
never left the home. They have said the 
snake is capable of crawling Into small 
cracks and crevices and could be biding 
almost anywhere in the home. 


Village asks 
for revision 
in density 


Problems associated with Swan Lake, 


a 624-unlt apartment project proposed for 
southern Wheeling, have prompted the 
village board to request a revision of the 
village codes. 


Board members Monday night directed 


the plan commission to hold public hear- 
ings on the village ordinance that gov- 
erns the number of living units allowed 
per acre In planned developments. Cur- 
rently the ordinance allows 18 units per 
acre. There is, however, no provision for 
reducing this number If a large portion 
of the land is in the flood plain. 


Members of the plan commission have 


complained that developers of Swan 
Lake are taking advantage of this ordi- 
nance. 


Since McDonald Creek flows through 


the middle of the proposed development, 
almost half of the 39.5-acre site is In the 
flood plain and thus unsuitable for build-' 
ing. Developers, however, have used the 
entire acreage of the site in computing 
the number of apartments allowed by or- 
dinance. 


"They are trying to put 10 pounds of 


potatoes in a five pound bag, which by 
ordinance they can do," said Herb Lortr, 
chairman of the plan commission, when 
the project was first presented. 


PLAN COMMISSION members said 


high number of buildings on the small 
amount of usable land would cause prob- 
lems of design, density and parking lot 
layout. They further noted that the only 
green-space in the development would be 
located in the center of the project, thus 
reducing the attractiveness of the devel- 
opment. 


Trustee John Xbeppen suggested that 


the plan commission schedule public 
hearings, saying he was concerned about 
the Swan Lake development 


Lorti agreed that the hearings were a 


good idea, and suggested that the village 
establish a way of reducing density ac- 
cording to the amount of flood plain in 
each proposed development 


Since plans for Swan Lake have run 


into technical xoning difficulties, it is 
possible that the revision in the density 
ordinance may also apply to that devel- 
opment 


The Swan Lake zoning has expired be- 


cause developers did not begin construc- 
tion within two years of the date zoning 
was granted. Members of the plan com- 
mission have refused to review the prot- 
ect until the village board re-enacts the 
zoning ordinance for the property. 


TRUSTEE ED BERGER said that if 


the new density ordinance is approved 
before the Swan Lake zoning is reen- 
acted, then developers of the project win 
have to revise their plans. "H the zoning 
is granted prior to the enactment of the 
new ordinance, then the new ordinance 
will not apply to them," Berger said. : 


Village Mgr. George PassoK said he is 


presently reviewing the village codes to 
determine if the plan commission should 
schedule a joint hearing with the zoning 
board. Since the 16 unit per acre limit is 
in both the zoning and planning codes, 
both boards may have to have public 
hearings to revise the codes. 


A date for the bearing will be set as 


soon as Passolt deddes which agencies 
should handle the matter. Because of 
public notice requirements, the hearings 
might not be scheduled until October, but 
might take place considerably sooner If 
only the plan commission is involved.

THE NEWSPRINT crunch began in 


late 1970 with unprecedented Increases in 
world-wide demand. Paper mills have 
been hard-pressed to keep up this ex- 
panding demand because, in recent 
years, they had not invested in new 
plants or modern equipment necessary to 
increase production. It requires four 
years to construct a mill. 


Production also was limited by bad 


weather in forest lands, but it did not 
reach the critical stage until July, when 
union strikes shut down five major east- 
ern Canada mills. The struck firms ex- 
port 70 per cent of their output to the 
United States — which relies on Canada 
for two-thirds of all its newsprint — pro- 
duction was cut by 6,000 tons per week 
until last weekend, when all production 
was stopped by the nationwide Canadian 
railway strike. 


The Canadian parliament will meet In 


special session Thursday to consider 
emergency legislation to get railroads 
operating again, but there is no in- 
dication of when paper mill strikes might 
end or whether they might spread to oth- 
er producers.

U.S. newspapers to conserve as much 
newsprint as possible by rationing adver- 
tising, restricting news content, reducing 
pressruns,-dropping editions and elimi- 
nating special supplements.

Herald, which this week was forced to 
limit its news content, Impose some re- 
strictions on advertising, and temporar- 
ily suspend publication of Its weekend 
product, The Suburbanite. 


Deliveries to news dealers have been 


substantially reduced, resulting in short 
supply at many area newsstands. "We 
regret this inconvenience to readers," 
said Charles E. Hayes, Herald editor and 
publisher, "but for the duration of this 
current emergency, we must give prior- 
ity to our home deliver}' customers." 


Hayes said the shortage was "very 


serious and particularly acute" for The 
Herald, which has relied on a sole Cana- 
dian supplier for its paper. 


"We are reassessing and reviewing the 


situation on a daily basis, making every 
possible effort to maintain full service to 
readers and advertisers as much as pos- 
sible," said Hayes. "If there is no im- 
provement In paper supply within a few 
days, however, we will be forced to take 
further emergency measures."

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Massive quake hits Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - A massive 


earthquake rumbled across 200 miles of 
Central Mexico Tuesday from Mexico 
City to the Gulf of Mexico. Authorities 
said two towns were partially destroyed 
and the Red Cross said more than 360 
persons were killed. 


Other early reports said as many as 


425 to 500 persons may have died. 


The quake, centered in subterranean 


faultlines deep under Mexico's mountain- 
ous central spine, struck at 4:52 a.m., 
registering 7 on the Richter scale — 
more powerful than the Dec. 23, 1972 
quake in Managua, • Nicaragua which 
killed 5,000 persons. 


It struck an area of Mexico still reeling 


from Hurricane Brenda, which killed five 
persons and left hundreds of thousands 
homeless a week earlier. 


In Orizaba, a city of 50,000 at the epi- 


center of the quake 150 miles east-south- 
east of Mexico City, a 12-story apartment 
building collapsed. The Red Cross said 
more than 100 persons asleep inside were 
killed instantly. 


Red Cross officials estimated 100 per- 


sons died in Quecholac in Puebla state; 
80 In Cludad Cerdan, 178 in Orizaba, two 
in Puebla and two in Cordoba in Vera- 
cruz state. 


The quake also rocked the resort area 


of Cuernavaca in Morelos state south of 
Mexico City, and the federal district 
which includes the capital. In Mexico 
City, buildings swayed and people ran 
out of hotels and into the streets in pa- 
jamas and nightgowns. 


Orizaba was left without electricity or 


running water. 


Mayor Humberto Gultlerrez said the 


town's 350-bed hospital was heavily dam- 
aged and the schools were demolished. 


Puebla, Mexico's fourth largest city 


with a population of 550,000 located SO 
miles east-southeast of Mexico City, suf- 
fered extensive damage, early reports 
said.

east across central Mexico, where huge 
shifts in the earth's crust have been 
going on for 200 years without producing 
eruptions, they said. 


The quake knocked out electric power 


and telephones in many areas, slowing 
rescuers and delaying reports oi casu- 
alties. 


The December, 1972 quake in Managua 


was less severe in intensity than Tues- 
day's tremor. The Nicaraguan quake 
was 6.2 on the Richter scale. 


The Managua quake was "very shal- 


low", which caused severe damage to 
buildings. Tuesday's Mexican quake was 
deeper — about 60 miles below the sur- 
face of the earth — which may lessen its 
impact and the number of casualties. 


Big Auto: hike asked, strike looms

Chrysler and American Motors told a 
council hearing the price boosts would 
only cover their added costs and would 
not Include a profit.

UAW President Leonard Woodcock de- 


nounced the offer as "a mockery of col- 
lective bargaining," and said chances of 
reaching a pattern-setting agreement 
with Chrysler by the Sept 14 deadline 
had become more remote. 


Solzhenitsyn: 'If I die...' 


PARIS (UPI) — Soviet writer Alexan- 


der Solzhenitsyn said in an Interview 
published Tuesday that he has received 
threatening letters and if he dies sudden- 
ly, the world can know he was killed by 
Soviet security agents. 


The nobel prize-winning author said 


neither death nor imprisonment can si- 
lence him because "the most important" 
of his unpublished works already have 
been spirited abroad and automatically 
will be published If he disappears. 


Inviting the Moscow correspondent of 


the Paris newspaper Le Monde to his 
wife's Moscow apartment, Solzhenitsyn 
produced three anonymous and menac- 
ing letters. He said they were a "mas- 
querade" on the part of Soviet secret po- 
lice. 


He said the letters allegedly came 


from gangsters, but he felt safe because 
"not a hair will fall from my head with- 
out the assent of state security agents, as 
we are observed, spied upon, surveyed 
and listened to. 


"Then will begin the essential part of 


my publications which I have abstained 
from publishing all these years," he said. 


Soviet authorities recently refused Sol- 


zhenitsyn the right to live in the Moscow 
apartment of his wife and children. 


Solzhenitsyn spent 11 years in prison 


camps for speaking out against Stalin. 
His story of prison life, "One Day in the 
Life of Ivan Denisovich," was published 
In 1962 in the Soviet Union. But since 
then his works including "Cancer Ward," 
"First Circle" and "August 1914," have 
appeared only abroad.

Bomb scare reaches Paris

Britain's letter bomb scare spread to 


Paris Tuesday where an explosive in an 
envelope was delivered to the British em- 
bassy but was'discovered before it ex- 
ploded. It was the second bomb found in 
a British embassy In two days. 


The letter had been mailed somewhere 


In England, police said. 


The FBI said Tuesday it will be up to 


British authorities to conduct the full in- 
vestigation of a letter bomb that ex- 
ploded at the British embassy In Wash- 
ington and seriously Injured the Irish- 
born secretary who opened it. 


Reinforced police mounting Britain's 


biggest bomb alert since World War II 
plowed carefully through a backlog of 
hundreds of suspected letter bombs piled 
up over the annual three-day Bank Holi- 
day. But no bombs were found. 


England's Prime Minister Edward 


Heath was jeered by Protestant women 
outside a cathedral in Belfast when the 
British leader visited the church Tues- 
day. The women carried placards read- 
Ing, "Traitor" and "go home." 


Heath's two-day visit to Northern Ire- 


land, coming in the midst of the terrorist 
bombing campaign was blanketed in se- 
curity. 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - A "psy- 


chopathic" gunman surrendered Tuesday 
night and released four hostages he had 
held for five days in a bank vault turned 
into a "torture chamber." No one was 
hurt. 


Shouting, "I surrender, I surrender!" 


the gunman threw his submachine gun 
up through a hole in the roof after police 
flooded the vault with teargas, ending a 
drama which lasted more than 131 hours. 


The gunman, identified as Jan-Erik 01. 


sson, 32, was led from the bank in band- 
cuffs. A friend of Olsson's, 23-year-old 
Clark Olofsson, also was taken to a hos- 
pital in handcuffs. , 


The hostages were taken to separate 


hospitals. Officials said they appeared in 
good condition after their ordeal which 
began during a bank robbery on Thurs- 
day.

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Dew Dr. Lamb — You might think this 


letter sounds dumb. Well, here goes. I'm 
an eighth grade student and this summer 
on TV I hetrd that shaking hands Is bad 
for the heart Is this true? I'd like to 
have as much Information on this subject 
as I could. 


Dear Reader — It's not a dumb ques- 


tion, and It's almost true. It Is related to 
the difference between Isometric and Iso- 
tonic exercises. An Isometric exercise Is 
one where you tense a muscle like might 
occur If you close your fist and then grip 
It as hard as you can, or in a firm hand- 
shake. You can hold your arm out and 
stiffen It without moving It. This Is an 
isometric exercise. In isotonlc exercise 
the muscles move, as occurs with run- 
ning, or bending the elbow back and 
forth. 


When a muscle is tensed,'as In an Iso- 


.metric exercise, the pressure in the 
muscle clamping down on the arteries 
decreases the blood flow to that muscle. 
Some way through a reflex mechanism, 
this stimulates the nerve control over the 
arteries In the whole body and can causa 
the blood pressure to rise significantly. 
The degree of rise varies with different 
individuals. 


This same reflex mechanism can cause 


some people to have extra beats or flip- 
flops, which wo call premature con- 
tractions or Irregularities of the heart 
beat. This Is the basis for saying that 
hand-shaking could be dangerous to an 
Individual. Some individuals have half- 
Jokingly suggested that handshaking poli- 
ticians should have a good heart and cir- 
culation. 


I suspect that persons who do have 


serious heart and vascular problems, or 
those who have unusually ovcractlve re- 
flexes In this regard, might Indeed have 
some problems with continuous hand- 
shaking, but for the vast majority of 
relatively healthy Individuals, It couldn't 
create much of a problem. 


There's an Interesting social or cultur- 


al aspect to this. We commonly think 
that a "man" should have a warm, firm 
handclasp. If ho extends a limp hand 


he's thought to be lacking in character, 
and it can even be extended to question 
his manhood — a rather ridiculous idea 
if you stop to think about it. It's accept- 
able for a woman to give a limp hand- 
shake or just extend the ends of the fin- 
gers. All of this raises some Interesting 
questions about the necessity of the 
"firm, manly handshake." 


Dear Dr. Lamb — A friend of mine 


told me that she had heard on the radio 
that eating any kind of cereal or wheat 
germ would give you cancer of the stom- 
ach. Is this true? Please answer. 


Dear Header. — Poppycock. Actually, 


a recent study by Dr. Raymond J. Sham- 
bcrgcr, a biochemist at the Cleveland 
Clinic, suggests that the decrease In 
stomach cancer in the United States may 
well be from using more breakfast ce- 
reals. They contain selenium, a sub- 
stance that naturally occurs in the soil 
and has been found to prevent cancer in 
mice. 


Dr. Denis Burkltt believes, on the basis 


of worldwide population studies, that ce- 
real fiber, by providing bulk In the diges- 
tive tract, helps to prevent many prob- 
lems of the colon, Including cancer of the 
colon. While these theories and early ob- 
servations need more study before they 
can be generally accepted, they certainly 
emphasize the point that cereals, far 
from being a cause of cancer of the di- 
gestive tract, may well prevent It.

New GOP chairman stalks Democrats 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime Issue In the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams is a young Springfield business- 


man who is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dlxon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain In Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the 74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he Is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 


is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF Is never used 
in primaries, and the IDF Is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said. 


ADAMS ALSO discounted the effect of

day agreed to extend the deadline for ap- 
plication until the end of the week. 


The assistant prlncipalship became va- 


cant earlier this month when Jack Mar- 
tin was promoted to principal of the 
school. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board 


eight men have applied for the job and 
will be interviewed within the next week. 
The board then directed Gilbert to accept 
further applications this week after a dis- 
cussion of some of the reasons for the 
small number of women administrators 
in the district. 


Board member Jock Costello said, 


"You won't get any women until you re- 
cruit them. There is a tendency of the 
women in our district not to apply." 


DIST 214 presently has four women in 


administrative positions, three division 
heads and the director of food services. 
Supt. Edward Gilbert said that for jobs 
as division heads, assistant principals 
and principals, teachers arc required to 


have an administrative certificate which 
can be obtained through graduate work. 


Costello said in addition to extending 


the time for applications for the present 
job, district officials should look for 
women on the staff who would make 
good administrators and encourage them 
to work for the certificate. 


"You might have to call people wheth- 


er they come forward or not," he said. 
"Someone ranking In our administration 
should go through our staff and look at 
the outstanding women and call them in 
for an interviews." 


Tho board's action extending the peri- 


od for applications for the assistant prin- 
cipal's job will probably delay the selec- 
tion of a person to fill that position. In 
addition, Martin said appointment of a 
woman assistant principal might cause 
other problems at Forest View High 
School. 


"When I talked to the secretary about 


her getting a new boss," Martin said, 
"the one thing she said was 'I won't 
work for a woman.' " 


In other action the board agreed to

Board members have indicated the dis- 
trict may pull out of the cooperative, 
which Includes seven elementary dis- 
tricts, unless the quality of service im- 
proves by January, 1974. 


The board also approved a contact 


with Suburban Oil Co. for heating oil for 
Arlington, Wheeling and Elk Grove high 
schools for the coming school year. The 
oil will be sold to the district for 14.08 
cents a gallon or the prevailing market 
price if prices rise during the winter.

An original art sculpture by the late 


Pablo Picasso may be Included In (tie 
Gould Center under construction in Roll- 
Ing Meadows, The Herald has learned. 


A spokesman for Gould Inc., a Chi- 


cago-based manufacturer of electrical 
and automotive products, confirmed yes- 
terday that negotiations are going on 
with officials handling the estate of the 
late art master and that an official an- 
nouncement on the matter may be made 
within the next two weeks. 


The art work would be Included in the 


central entrance area of the $30 million 
sports-office complex being built by the 
company on a site at the Northwest Toll- 
way and Golf Road In Rolling Meadows. 


THE WORK would bo the second Pi- 


casso sculputre In the Chicago area, the 
other being the Civic Center Picasso in 
downtown Chicago. 


Officials of Gould, who have been re- 


luctant to discuss publicly the proposed 
Picasso, were close to finalizing ;m 
agreement for a Picasso earlier this 
year. The negotiations were kept secret 
at the request of Picasso, Gould officials 
had said. 


Gould's planning facilities director, 


Jack Jackson, told The Herald in April, 
that the death of the Spanish master 
probably meant the end of hopes to obt- 
ain o work because the legal entangle- 
ments Involved In handling the late 01- 
year-old artist's estate. 


The work being considered for the 


complex was reported to be a replica of 
a soccer player. Jackson said yesterday, 
however, another work Is now being con- 


sidered. He said chances to buy the 
rights to the soccer player figure ended 
with Picasso's death in April. 


J A C K S O N ADMITTED that dis- 


cussions have been renewed recently be- 
tween Gould officials and persons repre- 
senting the Picasso estate. "We have an- 
other piece that we're working on," he 
said. "If we have something to say on It, 
we hope It will be In the next few 
weeks." 


According to Jackson, "quite a few 


sessions" hove been held, with both 
Gould officials having travelled to Eu- 
rope and individuals from Europe having 
come to the United States to discuss the 
proposal. 


"These type of matters are very sensi- 


tive," Jackson said of the negotiations. 


Before Picasso's death Gould officials 


had made at least two trips to Europe to 
discuss the proposal with Picasso. Jack- 
son had said In May that If a Picasso 
could not be obtained, the company 
would try to obtain rights to another art 
work. 


The art structure would not be built on 


the site until the entire project is near 
completion, officials have said. The first 
of three phases of construction is cur- 
rently underway and Is expected to be 
completed before the end of the year, 
Jackson said yesterday. 


The company's research and devel- 


opment building, under construction now, 
is expected to be ready for occupancy by 
December of this year, he said. 


The complex will Include several high 


rise office buildings and sports facilities 
Including swimming pools, tennis courts, 
and an Ice rink. 
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Art of self-defense could mean survival for women

No one needs to tell suburbanites that big-city-type crime is 


relentlessly invading their Garden of Eden. 


But the actual statistics for one of the most brutal and 


sadistic of violent crimes are shocking, even so. 


According to the FBI, the number of rapes In suburbs and 


towns under 100,000 population jumped an average 19 per cent 
in 1972, while cities of 100,000 to over 1 million recorded an 
increase of less than 8 per cent. 


In the Northwest suburbs, the ciatlstlcs as reported in The 


Herald wore 3 rapes and 1 attempt in 1971; 9 rapes, 4 at- 
tempts in 1972. 


BUT IN THE end the statistics are really meaningless. 
For the woman who Is a victim of the crime, it doesn't 


matter whether the Incident was a rarity or a common occur- 
rence. It happened to her. 


And for all other women, It doesn't matter whether rape is 


rare or common; it could happen to them. 


SOCIETY — PARTICULARLY, male-dominated police de- 


partments and male-dominated medical and psychiatric pro- 
fessions — are just beginning to acknowledge the extent of 
the trauma such an attack means for a woman. 


The same male-dominated circles are also beginning to ac- 


knowledge .that perhaps their treatment of the problem has 
Indeed been prejudiced, callous, and weighted against the 
victim, as many women are charging. 


But while such legislators as Chicago Alderman Roman 


Puclnskl work on achieving better treatment of victims, and 
crlmlnologlsts try to come up with ways to prevent or reduce 
such crimes, women must cope with the existing situation. 


Some choose, as one young suburban woman has, simply to 


stay home after dork unless escorted. But even then, a num- 
ber of recently reported rapes In the Chicago and suburban 
area have occurred when the assailant broke into the victim's 
home — or gained entry through an unlocked door. 


THE FRIGHTENING unpredictability of when or where 


such an attack might occur, and the impractlcality of avoid- 
ing all potentially dangerous situations, has led many women 
to seek training in self-defense. 


According to Larry Sachs, black belt instructor In Palatine, 


Judo — the Japanese art of self-defense — can provide even a 
small woman with the moans of thwarting a burly male at- 
tacker. 


And women have shown such an interest in arming them- 


selves with knowledge of self-defense techniques that Sachs 
Is starting a special class for women only. Scheduled to begin 
Tuesday, Sept. 4, the class will concentrate on physical fit- 
ness, figure control, and self-defense. 


BEING IN GOOD physical shape is the first step toward 


successful self-defense, Sachs explained. So, he plans to begin 
each class with a half hour of exercising designed to relax the 
body and tone up the muscles — all of which should provide 
side benefits for the women's figures, he noted. 


Then, the women will learn the basic principles of judo. 


They will do everything except take the falls, Sachs said. 


"There are over SO ways of escaping from the various ways 


an assailant can grab a woman, and that's what I'll work 
on," Sachs sold. 
* 


"If she's grabbed from behind, for example, she could 


throw him over her shoulder. They're already in the proper 
position — she just has to know bow to place the leg mus- 
cles." 


Sachs Is firmly convinced of the necessity of knowing judo 


techniques to defend oneself. He has no faith whatever in the 
familiar admonition to scream, kick and scratch when at- 
tacked. 


"THEY (RAPISTS) want you to kick and scream," he said, 


adding that kicking and punching are the basics of karate, 
another Oriental form of self-defense. But, he said, "usually a 
woman will lose trying to fight it out that way." 


Other typical suggestions to women include techniques of 


"breaking the hold" of an assailant. But again, Sachs begs to 
disagree. 


"BREAKING THE HOLD is not enough — he'll just come 


at you again, more viciously. It's far better to throw him — 
and then run!" 


Of course, if the attacker has a weapon, it's a different 


story. Sachs said an attacker could still be thrown in that 
case, but it probably should be attempted only as a last resort 
and with the expectation of possibly getting cut or otherwise 
injured. 


Capt. Maurice English of the Arlington Heights Police De- 


partment expressed similar caution in such a situation. 


"Is bravery or valor the right thing?" he asked. And, In- 


deed, other crime experts have advised that women submit if 
an assailant has a gun. 


BUT RATHER THAN dwell on the odds of escaping from 


an attacker with a weapon, perhaps an ounce of prevention 
might be worth a pound of cure. 


Capt English advised that women keep the doors of. their 


homes locked at all times and that they admit only people 
they know. He also suggested: traveling In pairs; keeping car 
doors locked; parking In well-lit places; pulling into a gas 
station or police station if you think you are being followed. 


Other advice from experts includes avoiding: lonely laun- 


dry rooms; elevators going to basements, especially if occu- 
pied only by you and a strange man; abandoned buildings; 
buildings under construction; lonely, dark streets. 


And, of course, women and girls should never hitchhike or 


pick up hitchhikers. The percentage of rape victims who had 
been hitchhiking Is strikingly high (70 per .cent in Boulder, 
Colo., in 1972).

It's almost impossible to over-estimate 


the current popularity of bicycles. Indus- 
trial designers are designing racks for 
mldtown office buildings, fashionable de- 
partment stores are putting up bike 
racks, some cities have special lanes for 
bike traffic and even the government an- 
nounced recently that it is offering more 
parking space for federal employes who 
ride bikes to work. An estimated 15 mil- 
lion bicycles will be sold in the United 
States this year, with approximately half 
of them purchased by adults. 


But how about the big percentage pur- 


chased by (or at least for) the kids? With 
all the emphasis on the biking boom for 
adults, it's easy to lose sight of the fact 
that bikes are still a major means of 
transportation for youngsters. And, with 
school starting, It's well worth your while 
to give your child a safety check, espe- 
cially If he or she plans to ride a bike to 
school. 


Bikes can be dangerous. Approximate- 


ly one million bicycle accidents occur 
each year. This year alone, according to 
National Safety Council projections, 
some 880 bicycle riders will die in traffic 
accidents. 


IN AN ATTEMPT to reduce the acci- 


dent toll, the federal government's Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) in May 
proposed new safety standards governing 
the manufacture of all bicycles sold in 
the U.S. 


About 38,000 of each year's accidents 


involve collisions with autos, and FDA 
experts say that lack of visibility to mo- 
torists at night is a major cause of bi- 
cycle deaths. Thus the government pro- 
posed such Improvements in bike design 
as the increased use of reflecting sur- 
faces. New requirements, for instance, 
call for front and side-mounted reflec- 
tors, too; most current bike models are 
equipped only with rear reflectors. Other 
standards are designed to correct other 
major factors found to be at fault, which 
include such problems as the rider's foot 
slipping from the pedal, and failure of 
brakes or other components. 


With or without government help, bow- 


ever, there's much that you can do to 
improve safety for your youngster. 


Kids outgrow bikes, just as they out- 


grow shoes, and a good fit is imperative 
for bike control and safety. 


THE RIDER should be able to sit 


squarely on the seat with toes touching 
the ground. When standing, the rider 
should be able to clear the cross-bar with 


feet planted flat. 


It's Important to maintain a bike as 


carefully as a car. Faulty brakes, a worn 
tire or a loose bolt can maim and kill. 


There's a wealth of accessories and ex- 


tras available. There is, for instance, 
quite a fad now for bicycle flags, prefer- 
ably made of a reflective material, that 
make it much easier for a motorist to 
see a cyclist. 


It costs less than a dollar to tape a 


bike with reflective or fluorescent tape. 
A Day-Glo reflector vest costs around $5. 
About $2 will buy a' safety lamp to strap 
onto arms or legs for night riding. 


WHILE YOU* won't want to buy all the 


safety items available, one local author- 
ity says that the absolute minimum In- 
cludes reflectors, lights fore and aft for 
night cycling, and a born or bell. He also 
recommends a basket or rack for school 


books and packages. 


All the safety equipment and regu- 


lations in the world won't compensate for 
carelessness. Some 80 per cent of the 
cyclists killed or Injured in traffic acci- 
dents are violating traffic laws at the 
time of their accidents. 


That's why the last and most impor- 


tant step in your back-to-school check 
should include a careful review of safe 
riding practices. 
* 


Take a few minutes before the school 


bell rings to he sure your youngster is 
able to handle his bike with skill, and 
that he knows and observes bicycle regu- 
lations and traffic laws. Remind him, for 
instance, that National Safety Council 
studies show that it is much better for a 
bike to keep to the right side of the road, 
rather than on the left facing traffic. Be 
sure he knows and uses hand and arm 
signals. Caution Mm to walk his bike 
across busy streets, in crosswalks or at 
intersections. Explain why be should 
never attempt to squeeze In between two 
lanes of traffic. 
; 


In short, emphasize how important it is 


to ride carefully and obey all the rules. If 
your back-to-school youngster plans to 
"roll his own," it's your Job to see that 
be rolls along as safely as possible.

In Iowa, Watergate irritates Nixon's GOP backers 


by CLARK R. MOLLENHOFF 


CLARION, IOWA - This has been Nix- 


on Country and some of President Nix- 
on's most faithful supporters still live 
here. But, In the aftermath of Watergate, 
the support Is no longer filled with pride. 


Nixon supporters now are apologetic 


and defensive In commenting that "other 
administrations were just as bad or 
worse" or "there Is no evidence that 
President Nixon had any knowledge of 
the Watergate burglary." 


Two weeks of visiting with farmers 


and small town businessmen In north 
central Iowa points up the two ureas of 
deepest concern among voters who have

been President Nixon's most dedicated 
admirers in the past: 


—The President's refusal to release 


the White House tapes of his conversa- 
tions with former White House Counsel 
John W. Dean HI Is a most difficult thing 
to explain. If the tapes support the Presi- 
dent's contentions, as be says they do, 
the lowans want that information to put 
the critics In their place. 


—The President's failure to criticize H. 


R (Bob) Haldeman or John D. Ehrlich- 
man, his former top aides who must car- 
ry a major responsibility if the President 
was Indeed unaware until March 21,1973, 
of the perjury, mass destruction of 


records and payment of more than 
$400,000 to the Watergate burglars and 
their lawyers. 


Staunch Nixon supporters follow the 


President's 
lead in castigating John 


Dean as a key figure in the Watergate 
obstruction of justice. But at the same 
time they find it hard to believe that 
Dean, Gordon Strachan, Haldeman's 
aide, and Deputy Campaign Director Jeb 
S. Magruder engaged In the continuing 
devious dealings without specific direc- 
tion and approval from Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. 


Televised testimony of former White 


House Chief of Staff Haldeman and for- 


mer Special Presidential Assistant Ehr- 
lichman fortify the lowans who want to 
believe that President Nixon was so iso- 
lated behind "the Berlin Wall" and so 
busy with foreign affairs that he rrtssed 
the warning signals on the Watergate 
cover-up until March. 


But the artful dodging, admissions 


against Interest and convenient memory 
failures by the two former aides don't 
satisfy the Nixon supporters who want to 
hear flat denials of testimony of Dean 
and other corroborative witnesses. 


When asked the direct question of 


whether they approve or disapprove the 
President's handling of the government, 


Where's 'real spending power'? 


In case you don't know it, you 


arc better off than ever and all this 
trouble families arc having meet- 
ing the costs of food, clothing and 
housing is not "reality." 
, At least that's the interpretation 
!of the nation's present economic 
lllls from President Richard Nix- 
' on's chief economic adviser. 
; Herbert Stein, speaking for the 
: White House, said In reality Ameri- 
: cans have never had it so good and 
: that, in fact, real income has risen 
! above inflationary prices. 
• Stcln further said there is a dls- 
; crcpancy between Americans' pcr- 
; ception of the economy and reality 
' since "real income" has risen five 
' per cent in the period between 
' spring, 1972, 
and spring, 
1973. 


"Real Income" Is the total after- 
tax Income of Individuals after al- 
lowing for price Increases. 


Sad as it sounds, this is the latest 


reasoning from the White House 
economists who are 
shoveling 


flatulent phrases at Americans in 


Th« 
IIF.RAJLD 
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the face of the chilling realities of 
the marketplace. 


For White House economist Stein 


to say that Americans are better 
off than they realize is a patron- 
izing and needless gesture; for him 


Herbert 


Stcln 


to say Americans by this time are 
not fully aware of the realities of 
their income levels is just as ab- 
surd. 


By now virtually every Ameri- 


can wage earner is painfully aware 
of the serious condition of the coun- 
try's economic programs and of 
the resulting catastrophe on the 
grocery store shelves. 


We suggest it is not the Ameri- 


can consumer who does not know 
the realities of today's dollar, but 
people who live and work in the 
White House where the bewilder- 
ment of the common man has yet 
to be noticed. 


All over the country people are 


asking, "What's wrong?" What Is 
wrong 
with this rich and in- 


dustrious land that is causing mon- 
ey to mean less and less? 


Instead of economist Stein shak- 


ing his finger at us and saying we 
are unaware how lucky we are, 
Stein should understand that we 
want to cooperate with the govern- 
ment if only we knew what it is the 
government is attempting to do. 


Consider Stein's statement on 


American economic felicity com- 
pared to a prediction by Agricul- 
ture Sec. Earl Butz the same day: 
Bute predicted there will be an im- 
mediate increase in food prices 
when the beef freeze is lifted Sept. 
12. Then food prices should level 
off for the rest of the year but the 
upward spiral will begin again in 
1974 with increases in food prices 
as much as five per cent. 


Or consider the latest figures on 


annual food costs. 


The annual cost of a family's 


food basket rose to a record $1,529 
per year, according to the Dept. of 
Agriculture. The basket cost was 
up 15.8 per cent, or $208, from a 
year ago and was up 14.3 per cent 
since December when the current 
food price boom began. 


That means in July a basket of 


food for a family cost $29.21 a 
week, up $4 from July of last year. 


Obviously, many families must 


and do spend a lot more a week 
than $29.21 for food — that figure is 
only a way of measuring farm 
product cost on the marketplace. 


But nevertheless, if a statistical 


measure such as the basket cost is 
up $12 since last July, thousands of 
families are facing much harsher 
realities with $60 or $70 weekly 
food bills. 


Those are the realities of econo- 


my as we must deal with them 
daily. Those are the realities econ- 
omist Stein misses when he says 
we are better off than ever. 


We are not and we know it; but 


we still don't understand why. 


the lowans Inevitably mention "the great 
progress" in relations with Peking and 
Moscow. They add that they wish the 
Watergate hearings would end so the 
President can give his attention to "the 
economic mess." 


Usually, the Nixon supporters blame 


Congress, with its time taken with the 
Watergate hearings, for the contributing 
to present problems in inflation and com- 
modity market gyrations. 


But, informal personal polls by this 


writer of two business luncheon groups in 
Webster City and Marshalltown, Iowa in- 
dicate even among those who would .vote 
"general approval" of Nixon's handling 
of the government there is only soft sup- 
port for the President's explanation of 
when he first learned of the Watergate 
cover-up. 


Three key Watergate questions were 


asked in a group of about 50 businessmen 
and farmers at Webster City and a group 
of about 100 husbands and wives in Mar- 
shalltown. 


Asked for a show of hands of those who 


believed that President Nixon had prior 
knowledge of the Watergate burglary- 
bugging of June 17,1972, only one man in 
the Webster City group held his hand 
aloft.

No laughing matter 


None of those in the Marshalltown

Nixon knew of the Watergate burglary 
ahead of time. 


More than 75 per cent of the Marshall- 


town group and 60 per cent of those at 
Webster City thought President Nixon 
had some knowledge of the Watergate 
cover-up effort by his subordinates in the 
summer or fall of 1972. 


The third question dealt with their feel- 


ings concerning the truthfulness of the 
President in his assertions that he was 
unaware of a possible criminal obstruct- 
ion of justice until March 21,1973. 


Not one person in the Webster City

crowd raised his hand signifying that he 
believed the President on that crucial 
point of disagreement with John Dean. 


Only two persons, a husband and wife, 


in the larger Marshalltown gathering in- 
dicated belief that March 21 date was 
when Mr. Nixon first had information ot 
a criminal cover-up. 


Persons in these groups undoubtedly 


voted overwhelmingly for Richard Nixon 
in 1968 and in 1972. In many instances, 
individuals said they would vote for Nix- 
on today if he was running against Sena- 
tor George McGovern. 


But, in this former Nixon stronghold, 


some Republicans hedge their remarks 
when asked if they would vote for some 
other Democrat today. 


Even among farmers who have had 


only limited time to watch the televised 
hearings, there is a belief that President 
Nixon "was surrounded by a bunch of 
liars" and that he "is responsible for the 
kind of men he hired." 


The lowans are sympathetic with the 


national security needs, unsympathetic 
with the rioters of the 1970 period, fa- 
vored the prosecution of Daniel ElLsberg 
for the Pentagon Papers "leaks," but in- 
stinctively sense the President should not 
have a right to authorize burglaries. 


Many of Mr. Nixon's supporters are 


embarrassed by Watergate, and some 
are even bitterly resentful that he let it 
happen. They also are angry that Water- 
gate makes it so difficult for the local 
Republican organizations to raise money. 


Even those who indicate "general ap- 


proval" express disappointment that the 
President did not thoroughly castigate 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman and indicate 
a willingness to make the tapes avail- 
able. 


Most of them will probably stick with 


the President because of a lack of rea- 
sonable alternatives. But the attitudes 
expressed by his supporters now demon- 
strate the size of the problem ahead of 
Mr. Nixon.

BAN KAEW, Thailand - A group of 


Americans and Thais have banded to- 
gether to put quick-frozen specialty vege- 
tables from the River Kwal of World 
War II fame on American tables. 


A few miles upstream from the spot 


where the Japanese forced Allied Prison- 
ers of war to construct the "death rail- 
way" bridge immortalized In the movies, 
they have started an experimental farm. 
It Is the brainchild of Dick Sandier, 29, 
Boston. Me served as a Peace Corps offi- 
cial In Thailand but branched out on Ids 
own two years ago after deciding that 
traditional approaches to foreign aid 
were not helping. 


SANDLER SAYS the U. S. agricultural 


programs emphasize traditional crops, 
such as rice, which help the military 
government hero earn more money but 
do nothing for the average peasant. 


"I maintain that private enterprise can 


do more for development of the country 
than U. S. aid — or, for that matter, any 
other foreign assistance agency," says 
Sandier who opened his farm one year 
ago. 


Sandier organized a company owned 


by about 80 Americans and Thai share- 
holders, with the controlling Interest In 
Thai hands and total capital of $100,000, 
a small amount by aid standards. He 
also enlisted the support of Gen. Cham 
Angsuchote, head of Thailand's budget 
bureau. 


THE FARM HAS concentrated on such 


crops as cantaloupes, mushrooms and 
rare species of orchids to see how they 
faro In Thailand's tropical climate. Sand- 
ier hopes to have a plant by next year 
and to start area farmers growing cash 
crops for freezing by then. 


"Compare our f 100,000 with the Ameri- 


can Agency for International Devel- 
opment (AID) which can throw away 
that much In a day," says Sandier, who 
speaks That fluently and came here In 
1968 as a Fulbrlght scholar In economic 
research. 


"AID figures It spends $50,000 a year 


for each American staff expert sent to 
Thailand. Our whole capitalization Is the 
cost of just two of those guys, and what 
do they accomplish?"

West also had plenty of time 
to visualize the unlucky expert's prob- 
lem. 


His first five discards were hearts. His 


sixth was a quick, carefree seven of 
spades. South cashed the king of hearts 
and when both opponents followed South 
knew that West had started with four 
spades and East with three and that his 
correct play was to finesse against West. 


Then our unfortunate friend thought 


about that seven of spades; decided that 
West was trying to look like a man with 
the queen of spades. He finessed the 
wrong way and paid off as usual.

ANYONE WIO dared cry "fluke" Is 


now bleating "wolf!" 


Tom Jacobsen, a mathematics teacher 


and head golf coach at Schaumburg High 
School, didn't have to prove anything 
over the weekend. 


His reputation as one of the top ama- 


teur golfers in the state had been firmly 
established In the minds of his opposition 
since last summer when Jacobsen began 
playing with consistency. 


There were still a few skeptics around 


when the 25-year-old, sandy-haired slug- 
ger won the Waukegan Amateur Open 
match-play tourney last season. 


But moil doubts were quickly ex- 


tlngulthed when Tom's snowball of sue- 
ccsi gained momentum »nd stature. He 
finished third In the Publlnx Qualifying 
Tournament at Cog Hill In Lemont and 
was second In Ihe Chicago District Golf 
Association'! state match play test over 
Havesloe Country Club In Homewood. 


Ho then hit the pinnacle of his young, 


amateur career with a sparkling victory 
In the prestigious Chick Evans classic at 
White Pines. 


Out Tom Jncobscn still felt obligated 


when he teed up on the first hole of the 
1073 Waukegan Open over the weekend. 


"I guess when you're the defending 


champion of anything, there's a little 
added pressure," the lanky schoolteacher 
admitted prior to the start of the match 
play challenge over Bonnlebrook Golf 
Course. 


"It seems like every defending cham- 


pion on Ihe pro tour Is automatically one 
of Ihe favorites to repeat the next year." 
Jacobsen said. "It's the same way with 
amateurs. I wanted to make • good 
showing so they couldn't take anything 
•way from my win laU year." 


The burden of playing two respectable 


rounds plus the added strain of wilting 
00-dcgree temperatures both Saturday 
and Sunday ironically proved to be a 
winning equation. 


Jacobsen blistered the long course in 


two-undcr-par 70 on Saturday by hitting 
17 of 18 greens In regulation. The stunn- 
ing performance, though, still didn't 
shako three of his competitors who 
forced him to share the first-round lead. 


Sunday was the clincher. 
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Conceding that he probably never 


played better, Jacobsen uncorked a mag- 
nificent four-under par 68 and won going 
away with a tournament record 138. 


"I gueis it was Juit a matter of being 


in the right place, at the right time." 
Jacobien said after the two-day total 
that plunged to six under par. 


These consistently strong perform- 


ances are tempting Jacobsen to at least 
entertain thoughts of Joining the PGA 
tour. 


"A couple of years ago, I'd say there 


was a zero per cent chance that I'd turn 
pro," Jacobsen said. "But during these 
two years, It's been climbing on me. It's 
a risky gamble and an Important one 
and I think I need some more time to 
consider it." 


At 23 years of ago, Jacobsen feels his 


prime years still He ahead. "I think, and 
I'm sure most golfers would agree, that 
the best years are around 28 or 29." 


Addiction to the green carpets came 


while Jacobsen was In seventh grade. "I 
started caddylng at River Forest Coun- 
try Club and they allowed us to play on 
Mondays. That's when It really got Into 
my blood." 


Tom's never had a golf lesson In his 


life since the mechanics of the sport 
seemed to come naturally. "I think I've 
got the build (6-foot-ltt, 170 pounds) to 
play the game," he said. "The advantage 
of being tall Is that it allows you to keep 
your hands high and Increases the club- 
head speed." 


Jacobsen has conquered what he con- 


sidered his biggest handicap with his re- 
cent success in the amateur ranks. 
"There's a maturity that must be at- 
tained In this game," he explained.

approval of the Conservation Advisory 
Board. 


The most significant change from last 


year's bag limits Is an Increase in the 
number of pheasants allowed and a de- 
crease In the bag limit for rabbits. 


The upland game season will begin at 


sunrise Nov. 10 for cock pheasant, quail, 
Hungarian partridge and rabbits. The 
season closes Jan. IS. 


Shooting hours are sunrise to sunset 


and the dally limit for pheasant was 
raised to three per day and the new pos- 
session limit Is six. 


Quail hunters wilt be allowed eight 


blrdt ptr day, as lait year, with a pos- 
session limit of 18. Hungarian partridge 
will have a dally limit of two and a pos- 
session limit of four. Cottontail hunters 
are allowed four rabbits per day and a 
possession limit of eight. 


The squirrel season began Aug. 1 for 


the southern zone, which Is everything 
south of U.S. Route 38, and will begin 
Sept. l for the northern zone, all of the 
stale north of Route 38. The squirrel sea- 
son for both zones runs until Nov. 15 and 
shooting hours arc sunrise to sunset. 
There Is a dally limit of five squirrels 
and a possession limit of 10. 


The dove and rail season begins Sept. 1 


and ends Nov. 9. Shooting time begins at 
noon for doves. There Is a 12-dovc per 
day limit and possession limit of 24. 
Hunters may shoot until sunset. Roll 
hunters may begin at sunrise and quit at 
sunset. There Is a dally limit of 25 and a 
possession limit of 25 on rail. 


Illinois also will have a coyote season 


this year, beginning Sept. l and con- 
cluding Feb. 28. There Is no limit on coy- 
otes, nor is there any specific shooting 
time. 


The special leal season begins Sept. 15 


and ends Sept. 23. Teal hunting hours 
will be from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. and the 
dally bag limit is four with a possession 
limit of eight. 


Whltetall deer hunters will be allowed 


to hunt with shotguns during two three- 
day seasons. Eighty seven counties will 
have deer hunting for shotgun and 
muzzle-load hunters, although permit 
quotas have already been filled In 56. 
Deer hunting dates are Nov. 16, 17 and 
18, and Dec. 7, 8 and 9. Shooting hours 
for whllotall deer arc 6:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
In those counties which arc open to shot- 
gun hunting the archery season for deer 
will run from Oct. 1 through Nov. 11, 
Nov. 19 through Dec. 2, and Dec. 10 
through Dec. 31. 


Archery season is those counties closed 


to shotgun hunters will be from Oct. 1 
through Dec. 31. Starting and closing 
hours for bow hunters arc one-half hour 
before sunrise to one-half hour before 
sunset dally. Each hunter Is allowed one 
deer per year. 


Wilson's snipe and woodcock season 


begins Oct. 15 and runs through Dec. 15. 
There Is a dally limit of eight and a pos- 
session limit of 16 on snipe; a dally limit 
of fivo and possession limit of 10 on 
woodcock.

The 
split teaion (or crow began July 1 and 
ended Aug. 15.

Hunting dates for raccoon, opossum, 


skunk and fox will begin at sunrise Nov. 
10 and close Jan. 31. There are no limits 
on any of these species, nor are there 
any set hunting hours. 


The groundhog, or woodchuck, season 


Is open year-round with no limits, but 
with sunrise to sunset .shooting hours. 


Training dates for'fox, raccoon, opos- 


sum, skunk, weasel, mink and muskrat 
begins Nov. 10 and runs through Jan. 31. 
There are no limits on trapping any of 
these species. 


The beaver trapping season begins 


Dec. 9 and runs through Feb. 28 with no 
limit on the number of beaver taken. 
However, portions of Jo Daviess, Carroll, 
Whltcsfdc and Rock Island counties lying 
west of Illinois 84 and U.S. 20 from Inter- 
state 80 to the Wisconsin border, and all 
of Cook County are closed to beaver 
trapping. 


There still remains much controversy 


and general unhaplnesi with the new 
Wisconsin license coats for non-resident 
sportsmen. Not only are the llllnoliani 
who spend most of their hunting and fish- 
Ing dollars In Wisconsin upset, but the 
resort operators with whom they spend 
the dollars ore also howling. 


The price of most hunting and fishing 


licenses was raised 91 for residents and, 
in most cases, doubled for non-residents. 
Likewise, the cost of park stickers was 
Increased. Although the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Natural Resources still 
points out that it asked only for a "mod- 
est" Increase, the legislature seemed to 
have much grander Ideas. All the new 
prices went Into effect Aug. 5.

Both 
losers are from downstate Danville. 


Breckinridge and Whlttlngton were 


semi-final winners over Dan Kennedy of 
Calumet City and Jollet's Manual Prado.

Village to bring laivsuit against keeper 
Police say escaped snake 
not poisonous, search off

The search has been called off and the 


village of Buffalo Grovo Is returning to 
normal after several days of bunting a 
make, at first believed to ho a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


La to yesterday afternoon 
Buffalo 


Grovo Police Chief Harry Walsh said tho 
snake is, in his mind, definitely not a 
poisonous reptile. He said that residents 
can come out of their homes and feel 
relatively safe. 


Walsh did, however, warn that If any 


resident should see a snaku he should 
call tho police department Immediately. 


Meanwhile, the village Is trying to 


build a caso against the keeper of the 
snake, David Pearson, of 568 Maplo Dr., 
from where tho snake escaped. 


Following tho announcement Monday 


night that the snake was harmless the 
village board passed a resolution to as- 
sess Pearson for tho expenses Incurred 
in searching for the reptile. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY, who 


proposed U» resolution, said ho did not 
think village taxpayers should be forced 
to pay for a search that was caused by 
the negligence of ono resident. "I don't 
think the mental anguish suffered by 
some residents can be measured In dol- 
lars and cents. But, at tho very least the 


expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," ho said. 


The resolution, which passed by a 6-0 


vote, states that the village should deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to in- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
tho damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 
able by the end of the week. The cost is 
expected to be several thousand dollars. 


Pearson who had been taking care of 


tho snake for a friend In Wheeling, was 
also charged Monday with disorderly 
conduct. 


According to Walsh, police learned of 


tho snake when a patrolman heard about 
It and decided to Investigate the legality 
of It being a pet. From that point Walsh 
said his department was "given bad ad- 
vise." 


"THE OFFICER called the Illinois 


Conservation Department to ask about 
laws concerning snake keeping. A man 
there told him that it was legal. When 
asked about a local ordinance that per- 
mits the keeping of snakes the man told 


Schools to be finished 
while students in class 


Workmen will still bo putting tho fin- 


ishing touches on tho two new Dlst. 21 
schools, Irving and Stevenson, next week 
when children report Tuesday for tho 
first day of classes. 
.Dlst. 21 Assistant Supt. John Bargcr 
yesterday said although both buildings 
are "basically finished" and ready for 
occupancy, there is still some work to be 
done.

Barger said he did not think there 


would be any problems hi opening the 
two schools now. 


"Neither of the buildings will be fully 


occupied, so I think we'll have room to 
work around any inconveniences," he 
said. 


Both schools are designed to accom- 


modate 750 students. Barger said the 
first classes to attend the schools will 


number about half that many pupils. 


us that the state law overrides any local 
law," Walsh said. 


Walsh also said that his department 


did not press the matter any further and 
did not contact the village attorney for 
an opinion. If the department did contact 
the attorney, they would have learned 
that they could have confiscated It before 
Its escape. 


The snake, named Seymour, escaped 


from his aquarium Saturday. An exten- 
sive search of a four block area was con- 
ducted aroung the Maple Drive address 
before being called off Monday night. 


The search was called off after Ray 


Pawley, curator of the reptile house at 
Brookfleld Zoo, told village officials the 
shedded skin, apparently from the es- 
caped snake, was not that of a poisonous 
reptile. The skin had been jjitfen to police 
by the owner of the snake, Eugene Bowl- 
ing, of 333 Landau Ln., Wheeling. 


Although police had recovered the skin 


on Saturday, they said Pawley had been 
on vacation over the weekend.. 


BASING HIS JUDGMENT on the skin, 


Pawley told officials the snake definitely 
was not a cobra or any other poisonous 
reptile. 


"In my opinion, it's a non-poisonous 


rat snake skin. I'm very,sure, although I 
wouldn't want to say that I'm absolutely 
certain," Pawley said. 


Pawley said he was certain the skin 


could not have come from cither the boa 
or the water snakes which Pearson was 
keeping along with Seymour. 


Even with the identification of Sey- 


mour as a rat snake, several points of 
mystery remain. 


For one thing, Pearson claimed that he 


was regularly milking Seymour of his 
venom. However, rat snakes have nei- 
ther venom or fangs for Injecting venom. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong and 


Walsh both told The Herald they were 
satisfied that the snake that escaped was 
not poisonous. "I feel this young man 
(Pearson) believed he had a cobra, but 
was misled or misinformed by some- 
one." Armstrong said. He added that 
Pearson said he was sure the skin had 
come from the escaped snake. 


An area of mystery is the question of 


where the snake originally came from. 
Walsh said his department is working 
with the U.S. Fish and Game Service in 
trying to track the source of purchase. 


Although the search for the escaped 


snako has been called off, the village 
made one last attempt to locate it yester- 
day. An exterminator was called into the 
Pearson home in an attempt to smoke 
the snake out with a chemical irritant. 
Officials said, however, because the 
snake Is capable of holding his breath for

At Arlington Park's Future of America 


Fair, the livestock owners chose to take 
their animals home instead of selling 
them at today's market prices. 


The livestock auction barn was desert- 


ed yesterday. Instead of the folksy clam- 
or of farmers and their llfeblood, the ani- 
mals they raise, there was only a silent 
wind blowing over the straw-covered are- 
na and empty bleachers at the Future of 
America sale. 


Ray MUtz, director of the livestock 


show, wistfully shook his head and 
blamed the situation on the meat price 
celling. Some 100 exhibitors brought 
their steers, hogs and lambs to be poked 
and scrutinized by judges from univer- 
sities around the country. 


Those farmers and breeders came 


from Indiana, Iowa and Illinois. One rea- 
son they came was for the judging. But 
another big reason was the hope of sell- 
ing their animals for a better price than 
they could get in the regular market- 
place. 


IT SEEMS that the farmers came hop- 


tag to find a more receptive market, one 
with buyers willing to pay out more for 


this livestock than they would give for 
other animals. 


When it became clear that the auction 


probably wouldn't bring the farmers any 
higher price, the livestock officials called 
a meeting with the exhibitors and de- 
cided to call off the auction. 


Even if the sale had happened, Mlltz 


had another major problem. He wasn't 
able to line up slaughterers to process 
the animals for people who bought one or 
two animals. 


Mlltz explained that most slaughter- 


houses want 60 days advance notice, and 
they don't usually like to handle a few 
animals for a single customer. 
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THOUGH POLICE and exterminators 
waited for several hours, by late yes- 
terday afternoon Seymour had not 
yet emerged. Officials were hoping 
the non-poisonous snake remained in 
the house. 


Sprinkling 
ban looms 
for residents 


Buffalo Grove Public Works Director 


Bill Davis said yesterday if the hot 
weather continues through this weekend, 
he may ask for a sprinkling ban to con- 
serve the village's water supply. 


Davis said residents seeking relief 


from the 90-degree plus temperatures 
are currently using about three million' 
gallons of water a day. The normal us- 
age is around two million, he said. 


"We're just about at our capacity 


now," Davis said. "By the weekend, if 
the weather stays as it is now, we'll 
probably ask for a sprinkling ban." 


There is a village ordinance that gov- 


erns sprinkling which allows some resi- 
dents to sprinkle on certain days and oth- 
ers to water their lawns on the alternate 
days. 


RESIDENTS WITH odd house numbers 


are supposed to sprinkle only on Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Saturdays. Those 
with even house numbers are to sprinkle 
on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sundays. 


No one is supposed to water his lawn 


on Fridays. 


Davis said if residents would abide by 


the present ordinance this week, there 
mloht not be a need for a stricter ban. 


"If everybody would just abide by the 


sprinkling ban, we'd probably be OK, but 
they're just not doing it," he said.

New GOP chairman stalks Democrat^ 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime issue in the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams Is a young Springfield business- 


man who Is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dlxon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain In Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign Is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 


Is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 
in primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said.

the time for applications for the present 
job, district officials should look for 
women on the staff who would make 
good administrators and encourage them 
to work for the certificate. 


"You might have to call people wheth- 


er they come forward or not," he said. 
"Someone ranking in our administration 
should go through our staff and look at 
the outstanding women and call them in 
for an Interviews." 


The board's action extending the peri- 


od for applications for the assistant prin- 
cipal's job will probably delay the selec- 
tion of a person to fill that position. In 
addition, Martin said appointment of a 
woman assistant principal might cause 
other problems at Forest View High 
School. 


"When I talked to the secretary about 


her getting a new boss," Martin said, 
"tho one thing she said was 'I won't 
work for a woman.' " 


In other action the board agreed to 


spend up to $120,436 for computer equip- 
ment which will allow tho district to 
teach students about computer pro- 


gramming and computer problem-sol- 
ving in each of the district's eight high 
schools. 


THE DISTRICT will lease a Hewlett- 


Packard 2000-E computer and buy ter- 
minals which will be placed In each 
school. The Hewlett Packard will be 
housed at Sunset Park 
Elementary 


School In Mount Prospect along with 
computer 
equipment 
owned by the 


Northwest Education Cooperative (NEC) 
computer co-op and will be connected by 
phone lines to each of the eight schools. 


District administrators assured board 


members that keeping the Hewlett-Pack- 
ard with the NEC equipment will not in- 
crease the district's obligiations to the 
computer cooperative, which has come 
under increasing fire in recent months. 
Board members have indicated the dis- 
trict may pull out of the cooperative, 
which includes seven elementary dis- 
tricts, unless the quality of service im- 
proves by January, 1974. 


The board also approved a contact 


with Suburban Oil Co. for heating oil for 
Arlington, Wheeling and Elk Grove high 
schools for the coming school year. The 
oil will be sold to the district for 14.08 
cents a gallon or the prevailing market 
price if prices rise during the winter. 
Last year the district paid 11.85 cents per 
gallon for oil. 


The board also approved the appoint- 


ment of the following police counselors to 
the eight high schools: Thomas Kopp of 
the Arlington Heights Police Department;

An original art sculpture by the late 


Pablo Picasso may be included In (he 
Gould Center under construction in Roll- 
Ing Meadows, The Herald has learned. 


A spokesman for Gould Inc., a Chi- 


cago-based manufacturer of electrical 
and automotive products, confirmed yes- 
tcrday that negotiations arc going on 
with officials handling the estate of the 
late art master and that an official an- 
nouncement on the matter may be made 
within the next two weeks. 


The art work would be Included in the 


central entrance area of the $30 million 
sports-office complex being built by the 
company on a site at the Northwest Toll- 
way and Golf Road In Rolling Meadows. 


THE WORK would be the second Pi- 


casso sculputro In the Chicago area, the 
other being the Civic Center Picasso in 
downtown Chicago. 


Officials of Gould, who have been re- 


luctant to discuss publicly the proposed 
Picasso, were close to finalizing ;m 
agreement for a Picasso earlier this 
year. The negotiations were kept secret 
at the request of Picasso, Gould officials 
had said. 


Gould's planning facilities director, 


Jack Jackson, told The Herald In April, 
that tho death of the Spanish master 
probably meant the end of hopes to obt- 
ain a work because the logal entangle- 
ments Involved In handling the late 91- 
year-old artist's estate. 


The work being considered for the 


complex was reported to be a replica of 
a soccer player. Jackson said yesterday, 
however, another work Is now being con- 


sidered. He said chances to buy the 
rights to the soccer player figure ended 
with Picasso's death in April. 


J A C K S O N ADMITTED that dis- 


cussions have been renewed recently be- 
tween Gould officials and persons repre- 
senting the Picasso estate. "We have an- 
other piece that we're working on," he 
said. "If we have something to say on it, 
we hope It will be In tho next few 
weeks." 


According to Jackson, "quite a few 


sessions" have been held, with both 
Gould officials having travelled to Eu- 
rope and Individuals from Europe having 
come to the United States to discuss the 
proposal. 


"These type of matters are very sensi- 


tive," Jackson said of the negotiations. 


Before Picasso's death Gould officials 


had made at least two trips to Europe to 
discuss the proposal with Picasso. Jack- 
son had said In May that If a Picasso 
could not be obtained, the company 
would try to obtain rights to another art 
work. 


The art structure would not be built on 


the site until the entire project is near 
completion, officials have said. The first 
of three phases of construction is cur- 
rently underway and Is expected to be 
completed before the end of the year, 
Jackson said yesterday. 


The company's research and devel- 


opment building, under construction now, 
Is expected to be ready for occupancy by 
December of this year, he said. 


The complex will include several high 


rise office buildings and sports facilities 
Including swimming pools, tennis courts, 
and an Ice rink.

THE INCREASED capacity — allow- 


ing 250 more students than projected to 
attend Maine North — was a "margin of 
error," Claus said. 


Short called the increased capacity 


"Insurance." He pointed out that there 
was a lot of vacant land In the Maine 
North area that' could become housing 
developments, adding to the high school 
population. 


Recently, empty tracts of land every- 


where have become apartment and con- 
dominium complexes Instead of single 
family homes. This type of construction, 
according to Short, produces few high 
school students. 


The Increased classroom space will 


come from housing the art, music, 
speech and drama classes in special fa- 
cilities. They are now in regular class- 
rooms. 


ART CLASSES are being held in sci- 


ence rooms. The music department is in 
large classrooms in the business educa- 
tion wing. The sounds of the orchestra,

Grade school enrollment 
to hit 11,294 next week 


Activity at Elk Grove Township Dlst. 


59 schools Is starting to pick up as offi- 
cials get ready to start another school 
year for a projected 11,294 students. 


Despite the fact that a new school Is 


opening in the district this fall, things 
are running smoothly — at least, smooth- 
er than expected. 


"I'd say we're off to one of our smooth- 


est starts ever," said Arthur Perry, as- 
11st ant superintendent for adminis- 
tration. 


The largest problem facing district of- 


ficials had been the preparation of the 
new Friendship Junior High in Des 
Plaines, but It appears most of the prob- 
lems there are solved and the school will 
open on time Sept. 4. 


Sidewalks hove been completed and 


parking lot paving Is almost finished at 
Friendship, according to Adolph Danta, 
superintendent of buildings and grounds 
for the district. "Final grading of the site 
is still being worked on by the con- 
tractor, so sod won't be In until after 
school is started." he said. 


According to Danta, 62 custodians have 


been preparing the district's 21 school 
buildings, which have a total area of 
more than one million square feet and 
100 acres In surrounding grounds. 


Besides usual maintenance duties, jani- 


tors have had the awesome task of wash- 
ing down all walls, windows, desks and 
floors. Although the closing of summer 
school makes August a good month for 
major cleaning chores, actual prepara- 
tion for a new school year started a lot 
earlier than that. 


"WE START cleaning up for the new 


school year the day after school closes in 
June," said Danta. "so we're in no real 
rush now. 


Teachers don't have to report for work 


until Friday, although many are on the 
job already, according to Chuck Meyers 
of the Dlst. 59 Teachers' Council. 


Meyers said that at his school, Grove 


Junior High in Elk Grove Village, about 
15 of the school's 50 teachers have been 
at school all week, unpacking supplies 
and checking in books. 


Meyers said there have been no major 


problems although one shipment of books 
has failed to come in. 


The postage machine at the Dlst. 59 


main office in Arlington Heights has 
been unusually busy for the past week, 
according to Perry, because most school 
principals have been sending out mail- 
ings to parents concerning homerooms, 
classes and bus schedules. 


Work has been started on laying the 


gym and auditorium floors at Friend- 
ship, but neither will be finished until 
well Into the fall. 


Friendship is still awaiting a fire in- 


spection, a must if children will be in the 
school. "Final work has to be completed 
on the fire alarm system," said Perry. 


THE SWITCHBOARD and phone lines 


for the fire alarms to the Ore station 
have been finished following a minor de- 
lay. 


Some confusion arose over which 


phone company would service the new 
building. Oddly enough, the boundary 
line that separates Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone Co. territory from Central Bell ter- 
ritory runs right through the school, ac- 
cording to Perry. 


The switchboard was installed and will 


be serviced by Illinois Bell. Phone lines 
from the building's fire alarms to the 
fire department belong to Central BeD. 


songs not only clashes through the music 
rooms, but can also be heard in the busi- 
ness education classes, according to 
Maine North Principal Robert Wells. 


Speech and drama classes need stage- 


type facilities to work with, according to 
Short and the North Central Association, 
a school accrediting body which recently 
evaluated Maine Township schools. 


Once special classes are built, the 


regular classrooms will be freed. With 
the addition of a few more classrooms 
and a few lockers, the capacity of the 
school can be Increased to 2,000. "A little 
addition here, a little addition there gives 
you your insurance," Short said. 


The cost breakdown shows that the 


swimming pool, auditorium, woodshop 
and photo lab will run about $4.5 million. 
This includes expansion of the boiler 
room into the present print shop and con- 
struction of another print shop. 


THE MUSIC, ART, speech and drama 


facilities will increase the cost another 
$1.1 million. If an additional $600,000 
worth of construction Is added, according 
to board architect William Steeley, the 
school can Increase its capacity to 2,000. 


Steeley is vice president of Caudill, 


Rowlett and Scott. He said that the firm 
would design the school so that extra 
space could be added whenever the stu- 
dent population increases significantly. 
This could be done with just the three 
original additions or the total package 
the board approved Monday. 


No figures are yet available on the ref- 


erendum's effect on real estate taxes. 
With the new state school funding for- 
mula, real estate taxes will decrease sig- 
nificantly, and it is probable that the tot- 
al real estate tax rate will decrease, 
even if the referendum is approved. 


THE NEW SCHOOL year at-Maine North High School 
will start with brighter hallways — and the promise of 
additional facilities. Monday night the school board 
gave the go-ahead for a referendum that would add not 
only an auditorium, swimming pool,, photo laboratory 


and woodshop, but special facilities for music, art, 
speech and drama classes. The construction will fre* 
additional classroom space, giving school a total capac- 
ity of 2,000 students. 


Service cut drastically, too 
Bus customers and money disappear 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


High fares plus infrequent service 


equals few riders and an ever increasing 
operating deficit for the United Motor 
Coach bus company. 


The Des Plaines based firm has been 


financially ailing since 1965. The result: 
periodic fare increases, cutbacks in route 
frequency and the disappearance of 
steady customers. 


The 1950 United Motor Coach bus 


scheduled shows a South Side and West 
Side-Cumberland route In Des Plaines. 
Because of the demand for bus service 
the South Side bus made its run 74 times 
a day on weekdays and 50 times a day on 
Saturday and Sunday. Buses ran as 
frequently as every 10 minutes during 
early morning and late afternoon rush 
hours. The West Side-Cumberland bus 
ran 43 times on weekdays and 30 times 
on weekends. 


ELEVEN YEARS later the South Side 


route had 66 weekday runs (every 20 
minutes). Cumberland was by then a sep- 
arate route with 32 daily runs. The third 
local route on the West Side made 33 
runs dally. 


Today the routes are still the same but 


the schedule is drastically different. The 
south side bus leaves the Ellinwood sta- 


tion five times a day, Monday through 
Friday, at 6:10 a.m., 7:45 a.m., 8:20 
a.m., 3:35 p.m. and 5:45 p.m. 


The Cumberland bus has only three 


runs — 6:50 a.m., 2:55 p.m. and 5:55 
p.m. The west side bus has also been cut 
to three runs at 6:35 a.m., 7:18 a.m. and 
5:55 p.m. 


Fares are up to 35 cents one way for 


the local routes. 


Passengers are few and far beween. 
"Not one of the residential routes pays 


for itself," said John Hancke, United 
general manager, yesterday. 


"THESE ARE SHORT rides and 


people don't want to pay the money. 
They take their automobiles instead. The 
only ones riding are the elderly and 
those who are too young to have a driv- 
er's license." 


United Motor Coach would discontinue 


the routes altogether except "it would 
cost us more to abandon the routes than 
to continue to run them," Hancke said. 
The company would have to hold hear- 
ings, hire an attorney, file briefs and re- 
ceive the approval of the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission before discontinuing 
a route. "Then If someone objected we'd 
have to run them on a trial period, make 
passenger surveys and all sorts of 


things. It's not worth it," he said. 


United Motor Coach was set up years 


ago so that Its operating capital would 
come from the fare box. Despite the fact 
that two million passengers ride the 
buses each year, fare box receipts don't 
come close to matching continually In- 
creasing operating, administrative and 
maintenance costs. 


SINCE 1970 THE city has subsidized 


United. Ealier this month the council ap- 
propriated $17,000 to the Des Plaines 
Mass Transit District, which in turn sub- 
sidizes the bus company. -In January 
$12,000 was appropriated by the city, 


$20,000 was spent in 1972 and $10,000 in 
1971. 


The Des Plaines subsidies plus money 


from the North Suburban Mass Transit 
District and the State of Illinois keep 
United from closing its doors. 
; 


City officials have talked for more than 


a year about local mass transit district 
ownership of United. In June a report 
prepared by City Comptroller Duarie 
Bllctz predicted the bus company's loss- 
es could reach $291,000 if Des Plaines 
purchased the firm. The report also 
stated operating expenses will continue

Teachers, schools argue in court 


Both teachers and the Maine Township 


High School Dlst. 207 school board are hi 
court, accusing each other of breaking 
the negotiating contract. 


The negotiating contract, which ex- 


pires in October, was signed last fall and 
spells out procedures for salary talks. 


The district's teacher's union, the 


Maine Education Association (MTA), 
last month filed a lawsuit charging the 
school board with breaking the contract. 
In response,.the board filed a counter- 
claim Friday against the union, charging 
them with breaking the contract 


The MTA says that the school board 


acted Illegally when it broke off negotia- 
tions last June and handed the teachers 
their 1973-74 salary package. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD says that the 


MTA broke the agreement first, releas- 
ing information regarding salary negotia- 
tions. According to the contract, negotia- 
tions ore conducted secretly. Any state- 
ments released by either negotiating 


team has to be approved by the other 
side first. 


The board's answer to the MTA suit 


charges that the MTA also broke the 
agreement by encouraging activities 
which would probably have disrupted the 
schools if carried through. Included are 
mass rallies, coming to work late and 
wearing buttons. 


The board is also accusing the MTA of 


breaking the contract by attempting to 
have Illinois Education Association rep- 
resentative Joe Anderson act as the 
teacher's negotiator. The MTA is affil- 
iated with the statewide education asso- 
ciation. 


THE BOARD also charged teachers 


tried to force the board to negotiate 
working conditions which includes griev- 
ance procedures, class size and teacher 
evaluation procedures. The board says 
that this is not provided for in the nego- 
tiating contract 


The school board is accusing the union 


of bargaining in bad faith and asking 
that the court dedare the negotiating 


agreement void and charge the union for 
all court costs. 


The teacher's union is asking the court 


to uphold the negotiating contract. They 
are also asking for an extension of that 
contract and an order that would prohibit 
the district from developing a new teach- 
er's association to replace the MTA. 


Dewane Barnes, president of the teach- 


er's union, has denied that teachers re- 
leased confidential information. The at- 
tempt to make Anderson the union's bar- 
gaining representative was adopted by 
the MTA governing board. 


BARNES. IN attempting to follow the 


negotiating contract, has refused to re- 
lease information about bargaining, but 
just before the board broke off talks, the 
union bargaining team presented a list of 
working conditions they wished to nego- 
tiate. 


The MTA has 21 days to file an answer 


to the board's counterclaim. A court dote 
will probably be set after that answer is 
filed, accordng to school board attorney 
Seymour Cohen. 


But the decrease will not affect either 


the Dlst. 62 kindergarten curriculum or 
number of teachers, according to Dlst 62 
Board Secretary Robert Retake. He said 
that the 24 students who tentatively said 
they would be going to the St. Stephens 
kindergarten last May were scattered 
throughout five district schools. 


Kindergarten classes In Platafleld, 


Maple, Forest, South and Central schools 
may be slightly smaller. Retake said, but 
they will not change significantly. 


"We don't see it as any kind of a 


threat to our program," Retake said. He 
added that most of the students who 
were considering attending classes at St 
Stephens were students who would have 
transferred to the parochial school at the 
end of kindergarten. 


Retake said some of the students who

New GOP chairman stalks Democrats] 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime issue In the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams is a young Springfield business- 


man who is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dixon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain in Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift "of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 


is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 
in primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said.

Grade school enrollment 
to hit 11,294 next week 


Activity at Elk Grove Township Dlst. 


89 schools Is starting to pick up as offi- 
cials get ready to start another school 
year for a projected 11,294 students. 


Despite the fact that a new school Is 


opening in the district this fall, things 
are running smoothly — at least, smooth- 
er than expected. 


"I'd say we're off to one of our smooth- 


est starts ever," said Arthur Perry, as- 
slit ant superintendent for adminis- 
tration. 


The largest problem facing district of- 


ficials had been the preparation of the 
new Friendship Junior High In DCS 
Plalnea, but It appears most of the prob- 
lems there are solved and the school will 
open on Umo Sept. 4. 


Sidewalks have been completed and 


parking lot paving Is almost finished at 
Friendship, according to Adolph Danta, 
superintendent of buildings and grounds 
for the district "Final grading of the site 
Is still being worked on by the con- 
tractor, so sod won't bo in until after 
school is started," he said. 


According to Danta, 62 custodians have 


been preparing the district's 21 school 
buildings, which have a total area of 
more than one million square feet and 
100 acres in surrounding grounds. 


Besides usual maintenance duties, jani- 


tors have hod the awesome task of wash-

Cost 
would be 25 cents per ride. 


Davidsmeyer will collect the fares and- 


turn the money over to the village. 


The commuter train shuttle, a 50-pas- 


senger bus will operate 6 to 8 a.m. and S 
to 7 p.m. between central locations in the 
village and to the Arlington Heights and 
Wood Dale train stations. 


The commuter shuttle will cost riders 


75 cents per day. Mrs. Vanderweel said 
the shuttle service will only be available 
to riders who purchase monthly tickets.

A juvenile officer's work turns into a balancing act

The police department juvenile officer 


must walk a tightrope no other officer 
faces. 


Other officers, In performing their 


duties, have fairly well-defined objec- 
tives. Society's laws must be enforced. 
Any offender must be caught and pun- 
ished. 


The juvenile officer, however, must 


maneuver between the goals of maintain- 
ing society's laws and trying to prevent a 
youthful offender from committing fur- 
ther offenses. 


Det. Melvln Mack, one of the three 


youth officers In the Elk Grove Village 
Police Department, said "The (juvenile) 
officer is still responsible to the commu- 
nity, but ha has to balance the responsi- 
bility with the needs of the individual." 


FOR THE SIX-MONTH period from 


January to June this year, the village 
youth officers had 443 contacts with of- 
fenders — almost exactly the same num- 
ber as to the same period to 1972. 


Of the 443 contacts, only 39 youths ulti- 


mately went to Cook County Family 
Court, "the last resort," according to 
Mack. Eleven of the 39 were sent to the 
Audy Home for at least one night 


The remaining 404 cases were handled 


through a system of "station adjust- 
ments," police supervision and coun- 
seling. Through station adjustment, steps 
are taken by police that do not involve 
outside agencies. 


Although activity has remained con- 


stant during the January to June period, 
Mack said, "It has been a real quiet 
summer." 


Both he and Lt Raymond Marinec, 


head of the Investigations division, at- 
tribute the summer drop to offenses to 
the department's closer working rela- 
tions with youth. 


LAST YEAR, a police officer was sta- 


tioned full time at Elk Grove High 
School. The program will be repeated 
again this school year. 


The department also gave a aeries of 


seminars on law enforcement to students 
at the high school. 


"Public relations has got a lot to do 


with it (the decline to offenses)," said 
Marinec. 


In dealing with a juvenile offender, an 


officer must consider many factors, In- 
cluding the nature of the offense, the of- 
fender's past record, cooperation obtain- 
ed from the offender and the parents and 
the offender's academic work and social 
life. 


When the department 1$ contacted 


about a youth-related offense, the first 
thing the officers do is to determine who 
was involved to the incident 


"I don't like to use the words guilty or 


Innocent," said Mack. "I want to deter- 
mine if the juvenile was Involved." 


IF A YOUTH has been involved to 


some offense, the youth* officer checks 
the department's records to see If the 
person has a past record. 


A first offender, and occasionally a 


youth to for the second time on a minor 


offense, gets what Mack calls "the lec- 
ture."1 


"We try to curb the kid's behavior and 


explain to him what it means for the fu- 
ture," Mack said. 


With a first offender, the officer tries 


to spend as much time as possible, Mack 
said. 


About two-thirds of the contacts were 


first offenses. Only one-third were the 
more serious repeater problems. 
' 


MACK SAID the youth officer will look 


for a pattern to the past Incidents. The 
police encourage the youth and parents 
to get professional counseling when the 
offender's record indicates a social or 
emotional problem. 


"We are not degreed to social work, 


but we can act as a referral agency," 
Mack said. 


He said that to succeed, the parents 


and the youth must be willing to cooper- 
ate. "If you can handle things at this 
desk, with both sides mutually coopera- 
ting, it's better than gotog to court" 


The youth officer may place the juve- 


nile under police supervision, to which 
case the youth and his parents are given 
a set of rules drawn up by the officer. 
The rules may include such things as 
curfews, avoidance of certain compan- 
ions and required school work. 


THE POLICE, on a random basis, will 


check on the juvenile to make sure all 
the rules are being kept. 


Occasionally, if the parents fail to keep 


the child under supervision, the police 
will take a more active role to monitor- 
tog the youth's activities. 


As a last resort, for a repeated offen- 


der who refuses counseling or fails to fol- 
low the rules of the police supervision, 
there is the Cook County Family Court. 


Before sending a youth to court, the 


police make sure they have a solid case 
against him. 


"COURT CAN BE a wln-or-lose situ- 


ation for a kid," said Mack. "If be beats 
the case, sometimes just the experience 
of going to court is enough to keep him 


away from trouble. But some kids be- 
come cocky if they beat the case. They 
think they can beat the system." 


Mack said an appearance to court Is 


often a traumatic experience for the 
youth and the parents. 


"It's one thing for the local police or 


his parents to tell him (the offender) his 
actions are wrong. It's another thing for 
an outside, higher authority (the Judge) 
to stick the label on him," be said. 


Despite all his work with juveniles, 


Mack is not cynical "The first 17 years 
of a person's life is a learning experi- 
ence. Everyone is putting something Into 
him — parents, teachers, friends. He's 
bound to make some mistakes because 
he lacks experience." 
~. 


"This is one job where you can see the 


long-term effects of your work. It's like 
watching a piece of day passed around 
the table. The youth Is handled by us, his 
parents, teachers, social workers. You 
can see what your thumbprint has mold- 
ed."

I'm very sure, although I 
wouldn't want to say that I'm absolutely 
certain," Pnwley said.

Walker, not Watergate key issue? 
New GOP chairman stalks Democrats 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime issue in the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams is a young Springfield business- 


man who is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. DLxon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain in Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker Is making himself a campaign is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CANT GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 


is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used to primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 
in primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said. 


ADAMS ALSO discounted the effect of

School lunches to cost 5 cents more

It ulll cost a nickel more to cat lunch 


In the cafeterias of Out. 211 high schools 
this fall. 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of 


Education Monday raised the price of a 
student lunch from SO to 55 cents and an 
adult lunch from 65 to 70 cents. The in- 
crease was recommended by Dist. 211 
administrators to offset the rising cost of 
food served through the district's hot 
lunch program. 


Due to the increase in food prices the 


Illinois state superintendent's office re- 
moved the SO^cnt price ceiling on stu- 
dent lunches earlier this summer. Rose 
Wick, cafeteria supervisor, reported that 
tho price of meat, cheese, eggs and fish 


has Increased 20 to 30 per cent since 
May. 


Administrators said the five-cent in- 


creases are necessary to "insure a bal- 
anced budget." Last year the board in- 
creased the price of student lunches from 
45 to 50 cents. 


The board also approved an increase in 


milk prices from four to eight cents for a 
half-pint carton of white milk and from 
five cents to nine, cents for chocolate 
milk. The federal government withdrew 
its subsidy for milk served in schools 
earlier this summer and many school 
districts have passed the Increased cost 
on to the student by increasing the price 
of milk sold in the school. 


THE BOARD approved a $21.8 million 


tentative budget for the 1973-74 school 


year Monday and placed it on public dis- 
play for 30 days. It will be given final 
approval during the Sept. 27 board meet- 
ing. 


Education spending for next year is es- 


timated at about $128 million, an in- 
crease of about 35 per cent over last 
year's expenditures. Most of the Increase 
is for additional teachers, equipment and 
supplies needed to open Hoffman Estates 
High School this fall. 


In other action, the board extended 


family health insurance to all its full 
time employes. Formerly teachers were 
the only employes in the district who 
were given the benefit. Under the new 
agreement teachers and all full-time 12- 
month employes, will qualify for family 
insurance coverage. 


as division heads, assistant principals 
and principals, teachers are required to 
have an administrative certificate which 
can be obtained through graduate work. 


Costello said in addition to extending 


the time for applications for the present 
job, district officials should look for 
women on the staff who would make 
good administrators and encourage them 
to work for the certificate. 


"You might have to call people wheth- 


er they come forward or not," he said. 
"Someone ranking in our administration 
should go through our staff and look at 
the outstanding women and call them in 
for an interviews." 


The board's action extending the peri- 


od for applications for the assistant prin- 
cipal's job will probably delay the selec- 
tion of a person to fill that position. In 
addition, Martin said appointment of a 
woman assistant principal might cause 
other problems at Forest View High 
School. 


"When I talked to the secretary about 


her getting a new boss," Martin said, 
"the one thing she said was 'I won't 
work for a woman.1" 


In other action the board agreed to 


spend up to $120,436 for computer equip- 
ment which will allow the district to 
teach students about computer pro- 
gramming and computer problem-sol- 
ving in each of the district's eight high 
schools. 


THE DISTRICT will lease a Hewlett- 


Packard 2000-E computer and buy ter- 
minals which will be placed in each 
school. The Hewlett Packard will be 
housed at Sunset Park Elementary 


School in Mount Prospect along with 
computer equipment owned by the 
Northwest Education Cooperative (NEC) 
computer co-op and will be connected by 
phone lines to each of the eight schools. 


District administrators assured board 


members that keeping the Hewlett-Pack- 
ard with the NEC equipment will not in- 
crease the district's obligations to the 
computer cooperative, which has come 
under increasing fire in recent months. 
Board members have indicated the dis- 
trict may pull out of the cooperative, 
which includes seven elementary dis- 
tricts, unless the quality of service Im- 
proves by January, 1974. 


The board also approved a contact 


with Suburban Oil Co. for heating oil for 
Arlington, Wheeling and Elk Grove high 
schools for the coming school year. The 
oil will be sold to the district for 14.08 
cents a gallon or the prevailing market 
price if prices rise during the winter. 
Lost year the district paid 11.85 cents per 
gallon for oil. 


The board also approved the appoint-

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Livestock owners tvon 't send their piggies to market

Prize-winning cattle, hogs, and lambs 


will stay on the hoof until the meat situ- 
ation gets brighter. 


At Arlington Park's Future of America 


Fair, the livestock owners chose to take 
their animals homo Instead of selling 
them at today's market prices. 


The livestock auction barn was desert- 


ed yesterday. Instead of the folksy clam- 
or of farmers and their lifcblood, the ani- 
mals they raise, there was only a silent 
wind blowing over the straw-covered are- 
na and empty bleachers at the Future of 
America sale. 


Ray Mlltz, director of the livestock 


show, wistfully shook his head and 
blamed the situation on the meat price 
celling. Some 100 exhibitors brought 
their steers, hogs and lambs to be poked 
and scrutinized by judges from univer- 
sities around the country. 


Those farmers and breeders came 


from Indiana, Iowa and Illinois. One rea- 
son they came was for the judging. But 
another big reason was the hope of sell- 
ing their animals for a better price than 
they could get In the regular market- 
place. 


IT SEEMS that the farmers came hop- 


ing to find a more receptive market, one 
with buyers willing to pay out more for 
this livestock than they would give for 
other animals. 


When it became clear that the auction 


probably wouldn't bring the fanners any 
higher price, the livestock officials called 
a meeting with the exhibitors and de- 
cided to call off the auction. 


Even If the sale had happened, Miltz 


had another major problem. He wasn't 
able to. line up slaughterers to process 
the animals for people who bought one or 
two animals. 


Miltz explained that most slaughter- 


houses want 60 days advance notice, and 


they don't usually like to handle a few 
animals for a single customer. 


Many farmers across the nation also 


are holding back their livestock from 
market until the beef price celling is lift- 
ed Sept. 12 when prices are expected to 
jump considerably. 


Livestock show officials are optimistic 


that next year will be better. For this 
year, the lucky farmers walked away 
with a ribbon and maybe a little prize 
money. The others went back home as 
they had come, with livestock in tow and 
out the cost of the entry fee.

Law prohibiting building 
in flood plains drafted 


A strict ordinance prohibiting building 
in the flood plain in Palatine has been 
drafted with the blessings of both the vil- 
lage engineer and village attorney. 


The ordinance, which may become a 


model for other communities considering 
restrictions on construction in flood- 
prone areas, Is expected to be approved 
by village trustees In mid-September. 


Following the final drafting of the ordi- 


nance In a meeting of the village board's 
flood control committee Monday night, 
Village Engineer Walter Hodcl described 
tho measure as "excellent" and pre- 
dicted It "will help definitely" reducing 
flooding In Palatine. Village Atty. Brad- 
Icy M. Glass sold tho ordinance may 
cause "some risks legally," but said ho 
felt It Is legally defensible in tho event it 
is challenged by property owners. 


However, the ordinance docs not have 


unanimous support among village board 
members. 


TRUSTEE CLAYTON W. Brown yes- 


terday called tho building ban "totally 
stupid." 


"Suppose all of a guy's land is flood 


plain. Are you going to prevent him from 
in any way using his land?" 


The ordinance permits low Intensity 


use of the flood plain, such as golf 
courses, parks, nurseries and utility 
transmission lines. 


Other uses, such as parking lots or 


residential yards, are permitted upon re- 
ceiving special permission from the vil- 
lage board. 


Flatly prohibited are structures or 


buildings (except retaining walls, flood 
retention dams, culverts and bridges), 
sanitary landfills, onslte sewage disposal 
systems and swimming pools.

Snake search 
is off: police

The search has been called off and the 


village of Buffalo Grove is returning to 
normal after several days of hunting a 
snake, at first believed to be a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


Late yesterday afternoon Buffalo 


Grove Police Chief Harry Walsh said the 
snake is, in his mind, definitely not a 
poisonous reptile. He said that residents 
can come out of their homes and feel 
relatively safe. 


Walsh did, however, warn that if any 


resident should see a snake he should 
call the police department immediately. 


Meanwhile, the village is trying to 


build a case against the keeper of the 
snake, David Pearson, of 568 Maple Dr., 
from where the snake escaped. 


Following the announcement Monday 


night that the snake was harmless the 
village board passed a resolution to as- 
sess Pearson for the expenses Incurred 
in searching for the reptile. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY, who 


proposed the resolution, said he did not 
think village taxpayers should be forced 
to pay for a search that was caused by 
the negligence of one resident. "I don't 
think the mental anguish suffered by 
some residents can be measured in dol- 
lars and cents. But, at the very least the 
expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," he said. 


The resolution, which passed by a 6-0 


vote, states that the village should deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to In- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
the damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 
able by the end of the week. The cost is 
expected to be several thousand dollars. 


Pearson who had been taking care of 


the snake for a friend hi Wheeling, was 
also charged Monday with disorderly 
conduct. 


According to Walsh, police learned of 


the snake when a patrolman heard about 
it and decided to investigate the legality 
of it being a pet From that point Walsh 
said his department was "given bad ad- 
vise." 


"THE OFFICER called the Illinois 


Conservation Department to ask about 
laws concerning snake keeping. A man 
there told him that it was legal. When 
asked about a local ordinance that per- 
mits the keeping of snakes the man told 
us that the state law overrides any local 
law," Walsh said. 


Walsh also said that his department 


did not press the matter any further and 


did not contact the village attorney for 
an opinion. If the department did contact 
the attorney, they would have learned 
that they could have confiscated It before 
its escape. 


The snake, named Seymour, escaped 


from his aquarium Saturday. An exten- 
sive search of a four block area was con- 
ducted aroung the Maple Drive address 
before being called off Monday night. 


The search was called off after Ray 


Pawley, curator of the reptile house at 
Brookfield Zoo, told village officials the 
shedded skin, apparently from the es- 
caped snake, was not that of a poisonous 
reptile. The skin had been given to police 
by the owner of the snake, Eugene Bowl- 
ing, of 333 Landau Ln., Wheeling. 


Although police had recovered the skin 


on Saturday, they said Pawley had been 
on vacation over the weekend.. 


BASING HIS JUDGMENT on the skin, 


Pawley told officials the snake definitely 
was not a cobra or any other poisonous 
reptile. 


"In my opinion, it's a non-poisonous 


rat snake skin. I'm very sure, although I 
wouldn't want to say that I'm absolutely 
certain," Pawley said. 


Pawley said he was certain the skin 


could not have come from either the boa 
or the water snakes which Pearson was 
keeping along with Seymour. 


Even with the Identification of Sey- 


mour as a rat snake, several points of 
mystery remain. 


For one thing, Pearson claimed that he 


was regularly milking Seymour of his 
venom. However, rat snakes have nei- 
ther venom or fangs for injecting venom. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong and 


Walsh both told The Herald they were 
satisfied that the snake that escaped was 
not poisonous. "I feel this young man 
(Pearson) believed he had a cobra, but 
was misled or misinformed by some- 
one." Armstrong said. He added that 
Pearson said he was sure the skin had 
come from the escaped snake. 


An area of mystery is the question of 


where the snake originally came from. 
Walsh said his department is working 
with the U.S. Fish and Game Service in 
trying to track the source of purchase. 


Although the search for the escaped 


snake has been called off, the village 
made one last attempt to locate it yester- 
day. An exterminator was called into the 
Pearson home in an attempt to smoko 
the snake out with a chemical irritant. 
Officials said, however, because the 
snake Is capable of holding his breath for 
a long period of time, it could be several 
days before he comes out 


Officials have maintained during the 


entire search that it is likely the snake 
never left the home. They have said the 
snake is capable of crawling Into small 
cracks and crevices and could be biding 
almost anywhere In the home.

Village trustees this week adopted a 


travel policy setting forth guidelines for 
travel and meal expenses incurred by 
employes. 
. Trustee Richard W. Fonte, chairman 
of the village board's administration, fi- 
nance and legislation committee, which 
drew up the guidelines, said yesterday 
the policy is not intended to suggest 
abuse by employes of village travel allot- 
ments. 
"It's just that there was no policy," he 


said. "I consider it good administrative 


policy to have a travel policy." 


The brunt of the policy will probably 


be felt more by the health department 
than other village offices. 


In the first three months of this fiscal 


year, the health department has racked 
up $383.66 in travel expenses, according 
to finance department records. 


IN THE SAME period, the police de- 


partment accounted for $108.04; adminis- 
tration, $33.60; fire, $25; finance, $10; 
public works, $9; and building, none. 


The new policy puts the finance direc- 


tor, William Hibner, in charge of approv- 
ing travel expenditures and submitting to 
the trustees quarterly reports on travel 
costs. 


Each department head is limited to 


one national and one state conference. 


Expenses are restricted to $22 a night 


for lodging in Illinois and $25 out of state. 
The village will not pay for lodging in the 
Chicago metropolitan area. 


Meals can be charged up to $13.50 a 


day in Illinois and $15 out of state. 


Itemized statements and receipts are 


to be provided for reimbursement. 


In addition, the policy specifically pro- 


hibits expenses for laundry and dry 
cleaning, entertainment, alcoholic beve- 
rages and personal telephone calls from 
being charged to the village. 


Fonte said he considers the policy the 


first of several regulating expenses in- 
curred by employes. Other policies prob- 


ably will deal with long distance tele- 
phone calls, vacation time, sick leave, 
civil service and other areas.

Lustlgen Holzha- 


cker Buam German Dancers 


Walker, not Watergate key issue? 
New GOP chairman stalks Democrat^ 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime issue in the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams Is a young Springfield business- 


man who Is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dixon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain in Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters thai Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign Is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he Is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 
Is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 


In primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 
^ Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


Ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said. 


ADAMS ALSO discounted the effect of 


the Watergate scandal on Republican 
candidates. "I don't think the voter, 
when he gets in the booth is going to be 
thinking about Watergate," he said. 


Watergate, he told the Elk Grove Re- 


publicans, has been "a painful but pu- 
rifying experience," and said that dis- 
illusionment should not be with the polit- 
ical system, but with "those who abused 
the system and betrayed our trust." 


But, he emphasized, the Republican 


Party was not Involved in Watergate, 
as it did In 1966. 


He also told reporters that whatever

"Illinois may be different," because of 
recurring scandals involving Democrats 
in recent years and months. 


Finally, Adams told the Republicans 


that another major goal as state chair- 
man will be to assure all candidates in- 
volved In primary races are pledged to 
support the winning slate. And he dis- 
closed that the state Central Committee 
is considering a statewide nominating 
convention to pick the Republican slate, 


Mosquito spraying-next year 


The Northwest Mosquito Abatement 


District will resume spraying mosquitoes 
in Palatine next summer after a four- 
layoff. 


Wilbur R. Mitchell district director 


said yesterday he docs not believe Pala- 
tine will need to be sprayed In what re- 
mains of the summer because the mos- 
quito population In the village Is low. 


The district had been prohibited from 


spraying in Palatine since 1070 by a local 
ordinance. But that ordinance was ruled 
Invalid last month by a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge, and village trustees this 
week decided, as expected, not to pursue 
the case through appeal. 


The village of Schaumburg, which had . 


an ordinance similar to Palatine's, also 
Is not expected to appeal the decision.

It will cost a nickel more to eat lunch 


in the cafeterias of DIst. 211 high schools 
this fall. 


The High School Dist. 211-Board of 


Education Monday raised the price of a 
student lunch from 50 to 55 cents and an 
adult lunch from 65 to 70 cents. The in- 
crease was recommended by Dist. 211 
administrators to offset the rising cost of 
food served through the district's hot 
lunch program. 


Due to the increase in food prices the 


Illinois state superintendent's office re- 
moved the 50-cent price celling on stu- 
dent lunches earlier this summer. Rose 
Wick, cafeteria supervisor, reported that 


the price of meat, cheese, eggs and fish 
has increased 20 to 30 per cent since 
May. 


Administrators said the five-cent in- 


creases are necessary to "insure a bal- 
anced budget." Last year the board in- 
creased the price of student lunches from 
45 to 50 cents. 


The board also approved an increase in 


milk prices from four to eight cents for a 
half-pint carton of white milk and from 
five cents to nine cents for chocolate 
milk. The federal government withdrew 
its subsidy for milk served In schools 
earlier this summer and many school 
districts have passed the increased cost 
on to the student by increasing the price 
of milk sold in the school.

Flood prevention and activities for the 


elderly received funding this week from 
the Palatine Township Board of Audi- 
tors, which allocated another $21,500 of 
their federal revenue sharing fund. 


The Palatine Township Council for the 


Aging will receive up to $14,000 to con- 
duct n township-wide survey of elderly 
residents and organize an activities pro- 
gram.

Some 100 exhibitors brought 
their steers, hogs and lambs to be poked 
and scrutinized by Judges from univer- 
sities around the country. 


Those fanners and breeders came 


from Indiana, Iowa and Illinois. One rea- 
son they came was for the Judging. But 
another big reason was the hope of sell- 
Ing their animals for a better price than 
they could get In the regular market- 
place. 


IT SEEMS that the farmers came hop- 


ing to find a more receptive market, one 
with buyers willing to pay out more for 
this livestock than they would give for 
other animals. 


When it became clear that the auction 


probably wouldn't bring the farmers any 
higher price, the livestock officials called 
a meeting with the exhibitors and de- 
cided to call off the auction. 


Even if the sale had happened, Mlltz 


hod another major problem. He wasn't 
able to line up slaughterers to process 
the animals for people who bought one or 
two animals. 


Mlltz explained that most slaughter- 


houses want 60 days advance notice, and 


they don't usually like to handle a few 
animals for a single customer. 


Many farmers across the nation also 


are holding back their livestock from 
market until the beef price celling is lift- 
ed Sept. 12 when prices are expected to 
jump considerably. 


Livestock show officials are optimistic 


that next year will be better. For this 
year, the lucky farmers walked away 
with a ribbon and maybe a little prize 
money. The others went back home as 
they had come, with livestock In tow and 
out the cost of the entry fee.

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Gould Center trying to obtain it 
Picasso sculpture may wind up here

An original art sculpture by the late 


Pablo Picasso may be included In Che 
Gould Center under construction In Roll- 
Ing Meadows, The Herald has learned. 


A spokesman for Gould Inc., a Chi- 


cago-based manufacturer of electrical 
and automotive products, confirmed yes- 
terday that negotiations arc going on 
with officials handling the estate of the 
late art master and that an official an- 
nouncement on the matter may be made 
within the next two weeks. 


The art work would bo Included in the 


central entrance area of the $30 million 
sports-office complex being built by the 
company on a site at the Northwest Toll- 
way and Golf Road In Rolling Meadows. 


THE WORK would be the second Pi- 


casso iculputrc In the Chicago area, the 


other being the Civic Center Picasso In 
downtown Chicago. 


Officials of Gould, who have been re- 


luctant to discuss publicly the proposed 
Picasso, were close to finalizing an 
agreement for a Picasso earlier this 
year. The negotiations were kept secret 
at the request of Picasso, Gould officials 
had said. 


Gould's planning facilities director, 


Jack Jackson, told The Herald in April, 
that the death of the Spanish master 
probably meant the end of hopes to obt- 
ain a work because the legal entangle- 
ments involved in handling the late 91- 
year-old artist's estate. 


The work being considered for the 


complex was reported to be a replica of 
a soccer player. Jackson said yesterday, 
however, another work is now being con- 


sidered. He said chances to buy the 
rights to the soccer player figure ended 
with Picasso's death in April. 


J A C K S O N ADMITTED that dis- 


cussions have been renewed recently be- 
tween Gould officials and persons repre- 
senting the Picasso estate. "We have an- 
other piece that we're working on," he 
said. "If we have something to say on it, 
we hope it will be hi the next few 
weeks." 


According to Jackson, "quite a few 


sessions" have been held, with both 
Gould officials having travelled to Eu- 
rope and individuals from Europe having 
come to the United States to discuss the 
proposal. 


"These type of matters are very sensi- 


tive," Jackson said of the negotiations 


Before Picasso's death Gould officials 


had made at least two trips to Europe to 
discuss the proposal with Picasso. Jack- 
son had said in May that if a Picasso 
could not be obtained, the company 
would try to obtain rights to another art 
work. 


The art'stmcture would not be built on 


the site until the entire project Is near 
completion, officials have said. The first 
of three phases of construction is cur- 
rently underway and is expected to be 
completed before the end of the year, 
Jackson said yesterday. 


The company's research and devel- 


opment building, under construction now, 
is expected to be ready for occupancy by 
December of this year, he said. 


The complex will Include several high 


rise office buildings and sports facilities 
Including swimming pools, tennis courts, 
and an ice rink. 


Escaped snake not poisonous: police

The search has been called off and the 


village of Buffalo Grove is returning to 
normal after several days of hunting a 
snako, at first believed to he a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


L a t e yesterday afternoon 
Buffalo 


Grove Police Chief Harry Walsh said the 
snake is, In his mind, definitely not a 
poisonous reptile. He sold that residents 
can come out of their homes and feel 
relatively safe. 


Walsh did, however, warn that If any 


resident should sec a snake he should 
call the police department immediately. 


Meanwhile, the village Is trying to 


build a cose against the keeper of the 
snake, David Pearson, of 568 Maple Dr., 
from where the snake escaped. 


Following the announcement Monday 


night that the snake was harmless the 
village board passed a resolution to as- 
sess Pearson for the expenses Incurred 


in searching for the reptile. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY, who 


proposed the resolution, said he did not 
think village taxpayers should be forced 
to pay for a search that was caused by 
the negligence of one resident. "I don't 
think the mental anguish suffered by 
some residents can bo measured In dol- 
lars and cents. But, at the very least the 
expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," he said. 


The resolution, which passed by a 6-0 


vote, states that the village should deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to In- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
the damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 
able by the end of the week. The cost is 


expected to be several thousand dollars. 


Pearson who had been taking care of 


the snake for a friend in Wheeling, was 
also charged Monday with disorderly 
conduct. 


According to Walsh, police learned of 


the snake when a patrolman heard about 
it and decided to investigate the legality 
of it being a pet. From that point Walsh 
said his department was "given bad ad- 
vise." 


"THE OFFICER called the Illinois 


Conservation Department to ask about 
laws concerning snake keeping. A man 
there told him that it was legal. When 
asked about a local ordinance that per- 
mits the keeping of snakes the man told 
us that the state law overrides any local 
law," Walsh said. 


Walsh also said that his department 


did not press the matter any further and 
did not contact the village attorney for 
an opinion. If the department did contact 
the attorney, they would have learned

that they could have confiscated it before 
its escape. 


The snake, named Seymour, escaped 


from his aquarium Saturday. An exten- 
sive search of a four block area was con- 
ducted aroung the Maple Drive address 
before being called off Monday night. 


The search was called off after Ray 


Pawley, curator of the reptile house at 
Brookfield Zoo, told village officials the 
shedded skin, apparently from the es- 
caped snake, was not that of a poisonous 
reptile. The skin had been given to police 
by the owner of the snake, Eugene Bowl- 
ing, of 333 Landau Ln., Wheeling. 


Although police had recovered the skin 


on Saturday, they said Pawley had been 
on vacation over the weekend.. 


BASING HIS JUDGMENT on the skin, 


Pawley told officials the snake definitely 
was not a cobra or any otter poisonous 
reptile. 


"In my opinion, it's a non-poisonous 


rat snake skin. I'm very sure, although I 
wouldn't want to say that I'm absolutely 
certain," Pawley said. 


Pawley said he was certain the skin 


could not have come from either the boa 
or the water snakes which Pearson was 
keeping along with Seymour. 


Even with the identification of Sey- 


mour as a rat snake, several points of 
mystery remain. 


For one thing, Pearson claimed that he 


was regularly milking Seymour of his 
venom. However, rat snakes have nei- 
ther venom or fangs for injecting venom. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong and 


Walsh both told The Herald they were 
satisfied that the snake that escaped was 
not poisonous. "I feel this young man 
(Pearson) believed he had a cobra, but 
was misled or misinformed by some- 
one" Armstrong said. He added that 
Pearson said he was sure the skin bad 
come from the escaped snake. 


An area of mystery is the question of 


where the snake originally came from. 
Walsh said his department is working 
with the U.S. Fish and Game Service In 
trying to track the source of purchase. 


Although the search for the escaped 


snake has been called off, the village 
made one last attempt to locate it yester- 
day. An exterminator was called into the 
Pearson home in an attempt to smoke 
the snake out with a chemical irritant. 
Officials said, however, because the 
snake is capable of holding his breath for 
a long period of time, it could be several 
days before he comes out. 


Officials have maintained during the 


entire search that it is likely the snake 
never left the home. They have said the 
snake is capable of crawling into small 
cracks and crevices and could be biding 
almost anywhere in the home. 


THOUGH POLICE and exterminators 


waited for several hours, by late yes- 


terday afternoon Seymour had not 


yet emerged. Officials were hoping 


the non-poisonous snake remained in 
the house. 


Arlington Park depot 
has two entrances 


A second entrance to the new commu- 


ter station at Arlington Park Race Track 
has been provided off Rohlwing Road. 


The Herald incorrectly reported that 


Wilke Road would be the only entrance 
to the new station, scheduled to open Sat- 
urday. 


Parking for 800 cars has been provided 


next to the Arlington Park depot. The 
parking will be metered at a rate of 50 
cents a day. 


The Rohlwing Road entrance will pro- 


vide access to the depot for cars trav- 
eling III. Rte. 53, as well as for commu- 
ters from Rolling Meadows and parts of 
Palatine. 


Council votes 
to authorize 
tax levies 


The Rolling Meadows City Council last 


night gave itself the option to levy a city 
tax next year when it passed a tax levy 
ordinance that would allow for collection 
of $652,836 in city taxes. 


City officials, however, are optimistic 


that the levy will be abated, or elimi- 
nated, by the end of the year. The city 
will probably abate three funds — police 
pension, fire pension and mental health. 


The sum appropriated last night allows 


the city to collect $419,216 for fire protec- 
tion services, $25,000 for the fire pension 
fund, $40,000 for the police pension fund, 
$160,620 for the library, and $8,000 for 
mental health purposes. 


All but the amounts for library and fire 


protection services are expected to be 
abated before the Dec. 31 deadline since 
existing city sales tax and other funds 
are expected to be enough to cover the 
cost of the services. 


Taxes collected by the city as part of 


the real estate tax bills will not change 
next year if the pension funds and men- 
tal health levies are abated as expected. 


The city itself levies no tax on the real 


estate tax bill, which is made up of rates 
from a number of taxing bodies such as 
school and park districts, and township 
and county governments. This year's tax 
bills show collection of 16 cents per $100 
assessed valuation by the city, or about 
$16 for a home assessed at $10,000, but 
that sum is collected by the city for the 
library board. 


NEXT YEAR the city is expected to 


again collect the library board levy as 
well as the fire protection levy, which 
will be about 40 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, or $40 for a home assessed at 
$10,000. It will be the first time the city 
will collect the fire levy since taking 
over fire protection services from the 
now-abolished fire protection district this 
year. 


The new arrangement will mean tax 


bills will no longer show a rate levied by 
a fire protection district and instead will 
show the rate included under taxes col- 
lected by the city. 


The tax levy ordinance must be on file 


at the Cook County assessor's office by 
Sept. 11 in order to allow a taxing body 
to levy a rate on next year's bills. Taxing 
bodies, however, have until the end of 
the year to abate the levies if they deter- 
mine funds can be derived from other 
sources, such as sales tax and motor fuel 
tax funds.

Lustigen Holzha- 


cker Buam German Dancers 


Walker, not Watergate key issue? 
New GOP chairman stalks Democrats 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime issue In the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams Is a young Springfield business- 


man who Is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dlxon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain in Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he Is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates In legislative districts where there 
is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 


in primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


Ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said. 


ADAMS ALSO discounted the effect of 


the Watergate scandal on Republican 
candidates. "I don't think the voter, 
when he gets in the booth is going to be 
thinking about Watergate," he said. 


Watergate, he told the Elk Grove Re- 


publicans, has been "a painful but pu- 
rifying experience," and said that dis- 
illusionment should not be with the polit- 
ical system, but with "those who abused 
the system and betrayed our trust." 


But, he emphasized, the Republican 


Party was not involved in Watergate, 
as it did in 1966. 


He also told reporters that whatever

"Someone ranking in our administration 
should go through our staff and look at 
the outstanding women and call them in 
for an interviews." 


The board's action extending the peri- 


od for applications for the assistant prin- 
cipal's job will probably delay the selec- 
tion of a person to fill that position. In 
addition, Martin said appointment of a 
woman assistant principal might causa 
other problems at Forest View High 
School. 


"When I talked to the secretary about 


her getting a new boss," Martin said, 
"the one thing she said was 'I won't 
work for a woman.' " 


In other action the board agreed to 


spend up to $120,436 for computer equip- 
ment which will allow the district to 
teach students about computer pro- 
gramming and computer problem-sol- 
ving In each of the district's eight high 
schools. 


THE DISTRICT will lease a Hewlett- 


Packard 2000-E computer and buy ter- 
minals which will be placed in each 
school. The Hewlett Packard will be 
housed at Sunset Park Elementary 
School in Mount Prospect along with 
computer equipment owned by the 
Northwest Education Cooperative (NEC) 
computer co-op and will be connected by 
phone lines to each of the eight schools. 


District administrators assured board 


members that keeping the Hewlett-Pack- 
ard with the NEC equipment will not in- 


crease the district's obligations to the 
computer cooperative, which has come 
under Increasing fire In recent months. 
Board members have indicated the dis- 
trict may pull out of the cooperative, 
which includes seven elementary dis- 
tricts, unless the quality of service im- 
proves by January, 1974. 


The board also approved a contact 


with Suburban Oil Co. for heating oil for 
Arlington, Wheeling and Elk Grove high 
schools for the coming school year. The 
oil will be sold to the district for 14.08 
cents a gallon or the prevailing market 
price If prices rise during the winter. 
Last year the district paid 11.85 cents per 
gallon for oil.

Walsh did, however, warn that If any 


resident should see a snake he should 
call the police department Immediately. 


Meanwhile, the village is trying to 


build a case against the keeper of the 


snake, David Pearson, of 568 Maple Dr., 
from where the snake escaped. 


Following the announcement Monday 


night that the snake was harmless the 
village board passed a resolution to as- 
sess Pearson for the expenses incurred 
in searching for the reptile. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY. who 


proposed the resolution, said he did not 
think village taxpayers should be forced 
to pay for a search that was caused by 
the negligence of one resident. "I don't 
think the mental anguish suffered by 
some residents can be measured in dol- 
lars and cents. But, at the very least the 
expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," he said. 


The resolution, which passed by a G-0 


vote, states that the village snould deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to in- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
the damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 


able by the end of the week. The cost is 
expected to be several thousand dollars.

"Payment of school book fees is stupid 


and unconstitutional," said a mother of 
five children in Schaumburg Township 
Schools as she led a protest yesterday In

"I've never paid school book fees In 


the 10 years my kids have been going to 
school. I pay taxes, that's enough," said 
Mrs. Rose Ducata of Hanover Park.

She complained that her children, two

School lunches to cost 5 cents more 


The inside story

It will cost a nickel more to eat lunch 


In the cafeterias of Dlst. 211 high schools 
this fall. 


The High School Dlst. 211 Board of 


Education Monday raised the price of a 
student lunch from 50 to 55 cents and an 
adult lunch from 65 to 70 cents. The in- 
crease was recommended by Dlst. 211 
administrators to offset the rising cost of 
food served through the district's hot 
lunch program.. 


Due to the Increase In food prices the 


Illinois state superintendent's office re- 
moved the 50-cent price celling on stu- 
dent lunches earlier this summer. Rose 
Wick, cafeteria supervisor, reported that 


the price of meat, cheese, eggs and fish 
has increased 20 to 30 per cent since 
May. 


Administrators said the five-cent in- 


creases are necessary to "insure a bal- 
anced budget." Last year the board In- 
creased the price of student lunches from 
45 to 50 cents. 


The board also approved an Increase In 


milk prices from four to eight cents for a 
half-pint carton of white milk and from 
five cents to nine cents for chocolate 
milk. The federal government withdrew 
its subsidy for milk served in schools 
earlier this summer and many school 
districts have passed the Increased cost 
on to the student by increasing the price 
of milk sold in the school. 


THE BOARD approved a $21.8 million 


tentative budget for the 1973-74 school 
year Monday and placed it on public dis- 
play for 30 days. It will be given final 
approval during the Sept. 27 board meet- 
Ing. 


Education spending for next year is es- 


timated at about $12.8 million, an in- 
crease of about 35 per cent over last 
year's expenditures. Most of the increase 
is for additional teachers, equipment and 
supplies needed to open Hoffman Estates 
High School this fall. 


In other action, the board extended 


family health insurance to all its full 
time employes.. Formerly teachers were 
the only employes in the district who 
were given the benefit. Under the new 
agreement teachers and all full-time 12- 
month employes, will qualify for family 
insurance coverage.

Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel

Veatch, Rich & Nadler, a certified public 
accounting firm, which recommended 
the village change its schedule of paying 
off special assessment bonds. 


The village has paid off the bonds on 


their due date, although funds have been 
available sooner. Veatch told the finance 
committee last week that under law the 
village ought to pay the bonds as soon as 
the assessments are collected, since the 
village functions only as a collector in 
this type transaction. Cowin said Monday 
night the village had been banking the 
funds and earning Interest from the time 
of collection to the bond due dates. 


Veatch also recommended a change in 


accounting procedures for motor fuel tax 
accounts to correspond with the state 
procedures.

cellent." 


THE BOARD deferred action for one 


week on its property tax levy for 1973-74, 
which is to total $920,000.

said his department was "given bad ad- 
vise." 


"THE OFFICER called the Illinois 


Conservation Department to ask about 
laws concerning snake keeping. A man 
there told him that it was legal. When 
asked about a local ordinance that per- 
mits tho keeping of snakes the man told 
us that tho state law overrides any local 
law," Walsh said.

Tho search was called off after Ray 


Powlcy, curator of the reptile house at 
Brookflcld Zoo, told village officials the 
shcddcd skin, apparently from the es- 
caped snake, was not that of a poisonous 
reptile. The skin had been given to police 
by tho owner of the snake, Eugene Bowl- 
Ing, of 333 Landau Ln., Wheeling.

And there was a safety factor 
involved," he said.

For one thing, Pearson claimed that he 


was regularly milking Seymour of his 
venom. However, rat snakes have nei- 
ther venom or fangs for injecting venom. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong and 


Walsh both told The Herald they were 
satisfied that the snake that escaped was 
not poisonous. "I feel this young man 
(Pearson) believed he had a cobra, but 
was misled or misinformed by some- 
one." Armstrong said. He added that 
Pearson said he was sure the skin had 
come from the escaped snake. 


An area of mystery is the question of 


where the snake originally came from. 
Walsh said his department is working 
with the U.S. Fish and Game Service in 
trying to track the source of purchase. 


Although the search for the escaped 


snake has been called off, the village 
made one last attempt to locate It yester- 
day. An exterminator was called Into the 
Pearson home in an attempt to smoke 
the snake out with a chemical irritant. 
Officials said, however, because the 
snake is capable of holding his breath for 
a long period of time, it could be several 
days before he comes out. 


Officials have maintained during the 


entire search that it is likely the snake 
never left the home. They have said the 
snake Is capable of crawling into small 
cracks and crevices and could be biding 
almost anywhere in the home.

BESIDES THE bookkeeping 


aspects of back-to-school prepa- 
ration — including the checking 
In of all supplies — principals 
must also supervise the summer 
housecleaning of their buildings. 


"The custodians work all sum- 


mer scrubbing, cleaning, polish- 
ing and repairing," Erickson 
said. "They usually finish the 
last week before school begins."

But, at the very least the 
expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," he said. 


The resolution, which passed by a 6-0 


vote, states that the village should deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to In- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
the damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 
able by the end of the week. The cost Is 
expected to be several thousand dollars.

Walker, not Watergate key issue? 
New GOP chairman stalks Democrats 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime issue in the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams is a young Springfield business- 


man who is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dlxon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain in Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 
is a possibility of electing two Demo- 


crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 
in primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


Ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said. 


ADAMS ALSO discounted the effect of 


the Watergate scandal on Republican 
candidates. "I don't think the voter, 
when he gets in the booth is going to be 
thinking about Watergate," he said.

Livestock owners won't send their piggies to market

Prize-winning cattle, hogs, and lambs 


will itay on the hoof until the meat situ- 
ation gets brighter. 


At Arlington Park's Future of America 


Fair, the livestock owners chose to take 
their animals home Instead of selling 
them at today's market prices. 


The livestock auction barn was desert- 


ed yesterday. Instead of the folksy clam- 
or of farmers and their Ufcblood, the ani- 
mals they raise, there was only a silent 
wind blowing over the straw-covered are- 
na and empty bleachers at the Future of 
America sale. 


Ray Miltz, director of the livestock 


show, wistfully shook his head and 
blamed the situation on the meat price 
celling. Some 100 exhibitors brought 
their steers, hogs and lambs to be poked 
and scrutinized by judges from univer- 
sities around the country. 


Those fanners and breeders came 


from Indiana, Iowa and Illinois. One rea- 
son they came was for the judging. But 
another big reason was the hope of sell- 
ing their animals for a better price than 
they could get in the regular market- 
place. 


IT SEEMS that the fanners came hop- 


ing to find a more receptive market, one 
with buyers willing to pay out more for 
this livestock than they would give for 
other animals. 


When it became clear that the auction 


probably wouldn't bring the farmers any 
higher price, the livestock officials called 
a meeting with the exhibitors and de- 
cided to call off the auction. 


Even if the sale had happened, Miltz 


had another major problem. He wasn't 
able to line up slaughterers to process 
the animals for people who bought one or 
two animals.

animals for a single customer.

Snake search 
is off: police

The search has been called off and the 


village of Buffalo Grove is returning to 
normal after several days of bunting a 
snake, at first believed to be a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


L a t e yesterday afternoon Buffalo 


Grove Police Chief Harry Walsh said the 
snake Is, in his mind, definitely not a 
poisonous reptile. He said that residents 
can come out of their homes and feel 
relatively safe. 


Walsh did, however, warn that If any 


resident should see a snake he should 
call the police department Immediately. 


Meanwhile, the village is trying to 


build a case against the keeper of the 
snake, David Pearson, of 568 Maple Dr., 
from where the snake escaped. 


Following the announcement Monday 


night that the snake was harmless the 
village board passed a resolution to as- 
sess Pearson for the expenses incurred 
in searching for the reptile. 


TRUSTEE THOMAS MAHONEY, who 


proposed the resolution, said he did not 
think village taxpayers should be forced 
to pay for a search that was caused by 
the negligence of one resident. "I don't 
think the mental anguish suffered by 
some residents can be measured In dol- 
lars and cents. But, at the very least the 
expenses should not come out of the tax- 
payers' pockets," he said. 


The resolution, which passed by a 6-0 


vote, states that the village should deter- 
mine the cost of the search and present a 
bill to Pearson. In the event Pearson 
cannot or will not pay the bill, the resolu- 
tion directs the village attorney to In- 
itiate civil action in the courts to collect 
the damages. 


So far, village officials have not put a 


dollar estimate on the search. Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said late yesterday 
that the total estimate should be avail- 
able by the end of the week. The cost is 
expected to be several thousand dollars.

an opinion. If the department did contact 
the attorney, they would nave learned 
that they could have confiscated it before 
its escape. 


The snake, named Seymour, escaped 


from his aquarium Saturday. An exten- 
sive search of a four block area was con- 
ducted aroung the Maple Drive address 
before being called off Monday night. 


The search was called off after Ray 
\ 


Pawley, curator of the reptile house at 
Brookfield Zoo,-told village officials the 
shedded skin, apparently from the es- 
caped snake, was not that of a poisonous 
reptile. The skin had been given to police 
by the owner of the snake, Eugene Bowl- 
ing, of 333 Landau Ln., Wheeling. 


Although police had recovered the skin 


on Saturday, they ssld Pawley had been 
on vacation over the weekend.. 


BASING HIS JUDGMENT on the skin, 


Pawley told officials the snake definitely 
was not a cobra or any other poisonous 
reptile. 


"In my opinion, it's a non-poisonous 


rat snake skin. I'm very sure, although I 
wouldn't want to say that I'm absolutely 
certain," Pawley said. 


Pawley said be was certain the skin 


could not nave come from either the boa 
or the water snakes which Pearson was 
keeping along with Seymour. 


Even with the identification of Sey- 


mour as a rat snake, several points of 
mystery remain. 
: 


For one thing, Pearson claimed that he 


was regularly milking Seymour of his 
venom. However, rat snakes have nei- 
ther venom or fangs for injecting venom. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong and 


Walsh both told The Herald they were 
satisfied that the snake that escaped was 
not poisonous. "I feel this young man 
(Pearson) believed he had a cobra, but 
was misled or misinformed by some- 
one." Armstrong said. He added that 
Pearson said he was sure the skin had 
come from the escaped snake. 


An area of mystery is the question of 


where the snake originally came from. 
Walsh said his department is working 
with the U.S. Fish and Game Service in 
trying to track the source of purchase. • 


Although the search for the escaped 


snake has been called off, the village 
made one last attempt to locate it yester- 
day. An exterminator was called into the 
Pearson home in an attempt to smoke 
the snake out with a chemical Irritant. 
Officials said, however, because the 
snake Is capable of holding his breath for 
a long period of time, it could be several 
days before he comes out. 


Officials have maintained during the 


entire search that it is likely the snake 
never left the home. They have said the 
snake is capable of crawling into small 
cracks and crevices and could be biding 
almost anywhere In the home.

Walker, not Watergate key issue? 
New GOP chairman stalks Democrats 


Walker, not Watergate, will be the 


prime Issue in the 1974 Illinois elections, 
according to Don W. Adams, newly elect- 
ed chairman of the state Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Adams Is a young Springfield business- 


man who is taking time from manage- 
ment of a large shopping center and pan- 
cake house to devote the next year to the 
task of unseating Democratic Sen. Adlal 
E. Stevenson and State Treasurer Alan 
J. Dlxon and returning Republican ma- 
jorities to both houses of the General As- 
sembly. 


At 37, he has been electing Republicans 


for 15 years. He became the youngest 
precinct captain in Illinois at the age of 
22, and at 30, he was the youngest mem- 
ber of the state Central Committee. 


He visited the Elk Grove Township 


Regular Republican Organization Mon- 
day night to explain his outlook on the '74 
elections. 


Adams told reporters that Gov. Daniel 


Walker is making himself a campaign is- 
sue through a lack of leadership which is 
leaving state problems unsolved. 


"HE CAN'T GET along with his party, 


he can't get along with the press, and he 
can't get along with the legislature," 
Adams declared. 


At the organization meeting, he labeled 


Walker "a gimmick governor who makes 
the drift of the Kerner years look like 
frenzied leadership." 


Adams said that he anticipates that 


Walker will use funds he is seeking to 
raise through his Independent Democrat- 
ic Fund to back primary election candi- 
dates in legislative districts where there 
is a possibility of electing two Demo- 
crats, rather than two Republicans. 


A major effort by Republicans will be 


devoted to those districts, Adams said, 
but he said the United Republican Fund 
will not be used in primary races. "I re- 
sent Walker comparing his IDF to the 
URF," he said. "The URF is never used 
in primaries, and the IDF is designed 
simply for his own purposes." 


Adams also scored Walker for demand- 


Ing financial disclosures by state employ- 
es and disclosure of campaign contribu- 
tions by business firms, while refusing to 
make his own campaign finances public. 
"He wants ethics for everybody else," he 
said. 


ADAMS ALSO discounted the effect of 


the Watergate scandal on Republican 
candidates. "I don't think the voter, 
when he gets in the booth is going to be 
thinking about Watergate," he said. 


Watergate, he told the Elk Grove Re- 
publicans, has been "a painful but pu- 
rifying experience," and said that dis- 
illusionment should not be with the polit- 
ical system, but with "those who abused 
the system and betrayed our trust." 


But, 
he emphasized, the Republican 


Party was not involved in Watergate, 
a* it did In 1966. 


He also told reporters that whatever 


effect Watergate might have elsewhere, 
"Illinois may be different," because of 
recurring scandals involving Democrats 
in recent years and months. 


Finally, Adams told the Republicans 


that another major goal as state chair- 
man will be to assure all candidates in- 
volved in primary races are pledged to 
support the winning slate. And he dis-

closed that the state Central Committee 
is considering a statewide nominating 
convention to pick the Republican slate.

An original art sculpture by the late 


Pablo Picasso may be included in the 
Gould Center under construction In Roll- 
ing Meadows, The Herald has learned. 


A spokesman for Gould Inc., a Chi- 


cago-based manufacturer of electrical 
and automotive products, confirmed yes- 
terday that negotiations are going on 
with officials handling the estate of the 
late art master and that an official an- 
nouncement on the matter may be made 
within the next two weeks. 


The art work would be included in the 


central entrance area of the $30 million 
sports-office complex being built by the 
company on a site at the Northwest Toll- 
way and Golf Road In Rolling Meadows. 


THE WORK would be the second Pi- 


casso sculputre In the Chicago area, the 
other being the Civic Center Picasso in 
downtown Chicago. 


Officials of Gould, who have been re- 


luctant to discuss publicly the proposed 
Picasso, were close to finalizing an, 
agreement for a Picasso earlier this 
year. The negotiations were kept secret 
at the request of Picasso, Gould officials 
had said. 


Gould's planning facilities director, 


Jack Jackson, told The Herald in April, 
that the death of the Spanish master 
probably meant the end of hopes to obt- 
ain a work because the legal entangle- 
ments involved In handling the late 91- 
year-old artist's estate. 


The work being considered for the 


complex was reported to be a replica of 
a soccer player. Jackson said yesterday, 
however, another work is now being con- 
sidered. He said chances to buy the 
rights to the soccer player figure ended 
with Picasso's death In April. 


J A C K S O N ADMITTED that dis- 


cussions have been renewed recently be- 
tween Gould officials and persons repre- 
senting the Picasso estate. "We have an- 
other piece that we're working on," he 
said. "If we have something to say on it, 
we hope It will be In the next few 
weeks." 


According to Jackson, "quite a few 


sessions" have been held, with both 
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Gould officials having travelled to Eu- 
rope and Individuals from Europe having 
come to the United States to discuss the 
proposal. 


"These type of matters are very sensi- 


tive," Jackson said of the negotiations. 


Before Picasso's death Gould officials 


had made at least two trips to Europe to 
discuss the proposal with Picasso. Jack- 
son had said In May that If a Picasso 
could not be obtained, the company 
would try to obtain rights to another art 
work.
